WANTS TO BE HANGED. 


Colored Murderer Who Only Fears 
Acquittal, 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 1.—The trial of Al- 
bert Hence Downen, accused of murdering 
Joel T. Ashworth in this city last June, 
was begun to-day. 

Downen admits the murder of Ashworth 
as well as one or two others in California. 


' He also admits participation in stage rob- 


beries by the score. 

The trial is an unusual one for the reason 
that the court, in a measure, is attempting 
to defend the prisoner. Downen entered a 
plea of guilty and asked to be sentenced to 
death without the formality of a trial. This 
the Judge refused to do and appointed coun- 


'sel to defend him, stating that his admission 


of the crime without verification was not 
sufficient to convict him. 

During the drawing of the jury to-day the 
prisoner did everything he could to ahtag- 
onize his defense, and appeared more zeal- 
ous than the prosceution for a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. When court ad- 
journed to-night he said: 

“The only thing I am afraid of is that 
they are getting a jury which will not con- 
viet me.’’

THREATENED BY BIG FLOODS 





WISCONSIN TOWNS ENDANGERED 
BY GORGED RIVERS. 


Families Driven from Their Homes by 
the Rising Waters—No Loss 
of Life Yet Re- 
ported. 


CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., Dec. 
gorged with ice and 
logs at to-night, the 
backing up of the water is becoming alarm- 


ing.

At this point the water has crept up 


from the bridge to the Post Office, two 
blogks back from the river, and is now 
twenty-four feet above the low water mark, 
The Wisconsin Central tracks are covered 
with water two feet deep, and tae road is 
using the Omaha tracks, the transfer be- 
ing made at Eau Claire. 

Duncan Creek, a tributary to the Chip- 
pewa River here, is also doing much dam- 
age, as the water is backing up in it from 
the main river. The Chippewa Lumber 
and Boom Company’s mills and lumber 
yards are all under Water, and every resi- 
dent and business firm on River Street has 
The latest news is that an ice 
gorge is forming just below the falls. It is 
the opinion of well-posted river men that 
this will be the saving of the city; that it 
will scatter the water on the lowlands 
above the falls and give the water below a 
chance to recede. 

At Flambeau Farm the river ran over its 
banks, destroying 300 head of live.stock 
and ruining a dozen farms and buildings. 
It is feared the course of the river will be 
changed, throwing it directly on the town 
and completely inundating it. In that event, 
heavy loss of property and life cannot be 
averted. The bottom lands are covered 
with water and a great loss of stock has 
been reported by farmers. 

There is much excitement in Chippewa 
Falls, but everything is orderly. About 
fifty families on the south side who were 
forced to move out of their houses were re- 
ported in want this evening, and relief was 
immediately dispatched. Some of these 
families had taken refuge in empty houses 
and were without food or warmth. Bridge 
Superintendent Callighan of the Wisconsin 
Central Road was instructed to blast out 
the gorge at the east, but he would not un- 
dertake the task. He said that ail the 
dynamite manufactured could not budge it. 

Eau Claire, fifteen miles south, is in the 
shadow of the gorge, which threatens to 
give way at any moment. 

‘the gorge began at West Newton on the 
Mississippi, and gradually extended up the 
Chippewa. Since Friday it has reached 
Round Hill, three miles below Durand. The 
eighteen miles of the Chippewas below 
Round Hills is one field of packed ice, and 
the bottom land, over which the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad track 
runs, is completely submerged. 

As far as known, no lives have been lost, 
but those living on the Chippewa bottoms, 
at Durand, have been rescued with diffi- 
culty. Several families on the Buffalo Coun- 
ty side were driven from their homes by the 
forming of a gorge at Plum Island. Scanti- 
ly dressed, théy waded through the ice toa 
high place on the railroad tracks, from 
which point they were rescued by a relief 
train from this place. Several of the party 
were badly frozen. 

In making its way past the region where 
the flood is raging a train’on the Wisconsin 
Central running from St. Paul to Chicago 
lost more than two hours. Finally it suc- 
ceeded in reaching Irvine Station, a small 
place near Chippewa Falls. As far as a 
mile on every side of the town, including 
Irvine Station itself, the water has reached 
such a height that men and animals can no 
jonger venture out with safety. From 700 
to 1,000 men were at work, and the scene 
was dotted by lights of lanterns used in the 
work. It was decided by the residents that 
the use of dynamite might save their homes 
and the town from destruction. All night 
long, as often as possible, sticks of strong 
powder were exploded in the endeavor to 
break the ice gorge. Meanwhile wagons 
loaded with household goods and the port- 
able possessions of residents were being 
to places of safety in the 
woods to the east of the city. 

The flood in the Wisconsin River con- 
tinues, and at Granite Heights, ten miles 
north of Wausau, the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul tracks are under water for 
some distance. This water is thinly sheet- 
ed with ice, which is not strong enough 
for transfer, and yet is thick enough to 
seriously impede any attempt to clear the 
tracks. No part of the track is yet washed 
out, but it is not considered safe to at- 
tempt to run through the water. 

There is a total suspension of railway 
traffic on the Wabash and Durand section 
of the same road. 


EAU CLAIRE, Wis., Dec. 1.—The Chip- 
pewa River is jammed with ice in several 
places, from the Dells Sorting Works, just 
above Eau Claire, to Gravel Island, two 
miles from Chippewa Falls. The back- 
water at Chippewa is accumulating rapidly, 
fiooding part of the town, and is up to 18 
feet. Alarming reports are received as” to 
the possibility of the ice jam breaking and 
precipitating a great mass of water on Eau 
Claire. About twenty miles of the Valley 
Division of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad, south of Eau Claire, is 
under water and ice, and there have been 
no trains for three days. 

On the lowlands below Durrand the rise 
was so rapid that many families had to flee 
in their nightrobes to places of safety and 
leave their all behind them. The suffering 
among the women and children was intense, 
and many are reported as having frozen feet 
and limbs. As a rule, those who could fled 
to the railroad track. There they built a 
fire and tried to protect themselves from 
the frosty winds until relief arrived. 

An engine and coach sent out from Dur- 
rand gathered up about forty or fifty of 
these unfortunate people, but so fast was 
the wzeter rising that the train had to go 
back to Durrafid, It is thought that some 
of the people were not rescued by the res- 
cuing party, and possibly may have per- 
ished. The bottoms are all under water, 
and the stock and produce are a complete 
loss. Dead domestic animals could be seen 
all about the neighborhood frozen stiff in 
the ice. In most of the homes were stored 
the Winter supplies, and these were all lost,

STEVEN’S POINT, Wis., Dec. 1.—The 
water in the Wisconsin River, at this place, 
has reached a point only three feet below 
the great high-water mark of 1881, when 
this town w flooded. At present the 
streets several blocks back from the slough 
which runs through the city, are flooded, 
and last night the people in tne flooded dis- 
tricts carried all. their goods from the cel- 


flooded, and the owners of stock were com- 
pelled to secure quarters for them on 
higher ground. 

The water is over fifty feet above low- 
water mark, and, should it continue to rise, 
the lower parts of the town will be flooded. 
A dike was built a number of years ago for 
the protection of a large part of the resi- 
dence portion of the city, but this has now 
fallen into disrepair, and, if the threatened 
flood comes, hundreds of families will be 
compelled to seek shelter on higher ground, 


WAUSAU, Wis., Dec. 1.—The Wisconsin 
River is so high at Heights, a point a few 
miles north of this city, that it is impossi- 
ble for trains to go any further than Wau- 
Sau On account of the railroad track being 
flooded to the depth of eighteen inches. The 
water is the highest it has been in eight 
years. 


A Severe Blizzard in Texas. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 1.—Reports from Texas 
state that a severe blizzard has been rag- 
ing in partions of that State during the 
past forty-eight hours. At Houston, Vic- 
toria, and Eagle Pass, the heaviest snow- 
Storm of recent years is raging. It is not 
thought that cattle will suffer very much. 





THERE IS DOUBT OF HIS GUILT. 


A Life Prisoner in Ohio Recommended 
for Pardon, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 1.—Isaac Smith 
of Pike County, a life prisoner with a rec- 
ord unparalleled in the annals of penal in- 
stitutions, was recommended for pardon by 
the Board of Penitentiary Managers to- 
night. 

Eight years ago Smith was sentenced to 
be hanged for the murder of a man named 
Skidmore. He was alleged to have gone 
over the country with a rifle in search of 
his victim, who was found dead in a wood. 
He was tried in Common Pleas, Circuit, 
and Supreme Courts, and in all had ten 
hearings. The evidence was purely circum- 
stantial. 

Smith protested his entire innocence 
throughout, and his case enlisted the sym- 
pathy of many prominent men. During 
Gov. Campbell’s administration he was 
several times brought to the scaffold and 
the death warrant read to him. Even when 
the executioners bound him with straps and 
asked him whether he had anything to say, 
he vehemently asserted that he was inno- 
cent, 

A year ago a woman confessed on her 
deathbed that she had killed Skidmore. 
The story lacked confirmation, and was 
hardly believed, but the crime was never 
satisfactorily fixed on Smith. He has been 
a good prisoner, always good-tempered and 
industrious, and the public will hardly criti- 
cise the board’s action. 





BISHOP BONACUM OVERRULED. 


Metropolitan Ecclesiastical Court De- 
cides Against Him on All Points. 


DUBUQUE, Iowa, Dec. 1.—The judgment 
of the Metropolitan Ecclesiastical Court of 
the Roman ‘Church in the case of Bishop 
Bonacum of Lincoln, Neb., against Fathers 
Fitzgerald and Murphy of his diocese was 
delivered to-day. 

The court finds for the priests against the 
Bishop. on every point in the appeal which 
was ordered by the propaganda at Rome, 
after Delegate Satolli had refused to grant 
one. 

The Bishop is judged to have been actu- 
ated by sinister and vindictive motives to 
have published falsehoods and to have de- 
ceived Cardinal Satolli. The court declares 
null and void all the sentences of the 
Bishop—withdrawing the faculties of the 
defendant priests, sentencing them to do 
penance in Canada for contumacy, and con- 
demning them generally. 

The Bishop is condemned to pay the ex- 
penses of the exonerated priests and the 
costs of the trial, to pay Father Fitzgerald 
$875 and Father Murphy $325, as damages, 
and to withdraw the priests he sent to 
Tecumseh, Neb., where Father Murphy is 
rector of St. Ambrose Church, and to 
Auburn, Neb., where Father Fitzgerald is 
rector of St. Joseph’s Church. The pay- 
meats are ordered to be made to the court 
within thirty days. There is no appeal 
from the sentence pronounced. 





THE CATHOLIC CHURCH LOSES. 


It Has Forfeited Lands in This City, 
the Court of Appeals Says. 


ALBANY, Dec. 1.—The Court of Appeals 
has affirmed the decision in favor of the 
plaintiff in the suit brought by Marie T. 
Uppington against Archbishop Corrigan, to 
secure title and possession of thirty-two 
lots of land at One Hundred and Fifty- 
sixth Street and Boston Avenue, New York 
City, valued at something more than $60,000. 

Mary Hughes deeded the land to the late 
Archbishop Hughes in 1861, with the pro- 
viso that it should be consecrated and a 
Catholic church be built upon it within a 
reasonable time. The land lay idle until 
1891, when suit was begun for a “‘ violation 
of the condition , subsequent.” A small 
structure was built upon it at this time and 
dedicated as St. Peter’s Church. The Su- 
preme Court dismissed the suit, but the 
General Term ordered a new trial. That 
was decided in favor of Mrs. Uppington. 

Archbishop Corrigan appealed. Mrs. Up- 
pington is the owner of a half interest in 
the property.

Brother of Senator Cannon Maltreated 
in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—William Ten- 
ney Cannon, a student at the Jefferson 
Medical College and a brother of United 
States Senator-Cannon of Utah, was egged 
to-day by his fellow-students. 

Cannon’s misadventure arose over the re- 
sentment of the students against a recent 
order of the Faculty, to which Cannon sub- 
mitted’ The Faculty ordered that, on and 
after to-day, all students would be required 
to show receipts for their tuition fees be- 
fore entering a lecture room. ~ 

The students took exception to this or- 
der, and determined to show their resent- 
ment by remaining away from lectures. 
Cannon was the only student who con- 
formed to the Faculty’s regulation.

A REVIVAL OF BUSINESS. 


Idle Mills Are Starting All over the 
Country. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 1.—With a view 
to aiding suspended industries on its sys- 
tem, the Illinois Central Railroad Company 
is 1eceiving through its division and cén- 
tracting freight agents information con- 
cerning idle factories, their capacity, Nne 
of product, ard the territory in which the 
product is sold, the object being to encour- 
age as far as possible a demand on its sys- 
tem for “such products as can be manu- 
factured on its lines. 

Inquiry in Louisville revealed a state of 
prosperity that was surprising. Only two 
industries are suspended. One is the soap 
factory of Cornwall & Brother, and the 
other the Old Kentucky Paper Mill. The 
former has been idle three years and the 
other a year, and it is said both have sus- 
pended permanently. Nearly all the re- 
maining industries are now running full 
time, especially the woolen mills, which, 
aside from whisky and tobacco, is one of 
the biggest industries of Louisville. 

Though two new railroads have sought en- 
trance to Louisville since then, the earnings 
of the Louisville Divisions of all railroads 
show an increase over every year since 
1892, the banner year. 


MEDIA, Penn., Dec. 1.—Fully 2,000 mill 
workers who were idle a month ago in 
Delaware County are now at work, with 
the prospect of steady employment through 
the Winter. The starting up of the Rhodes 
and the Riddle Mills was followed yester- 
day by the resumption of the big mill at 
Angora. It has been started under the 
management of an organized stock com- 
pany, and 180 hands are at work. The mill 
was lit up and running last night for the 
first time in over a year. 

Campbell’s Mills, at Clifton Heights, are 


.-running fourteen hours a day, with many 


orders on hand, and Kershaw & Co.'s mills, 
at the same place, which were run but four 
days a week for many months, have re- 
sumed on full time, with every loom busy. 


BELLEFONTE, Penn., Dec. 1.—The Co- 
operative Company started up the Belle- 
fonte glass plant, which has been idle six 
years, by making their first blow of glass 
to-day. One furnace of four pots will be 
operated at present. Many orders for glass 
have already been received. 


PHILLIPSBURG, N. J., Dec. 1.—The 
American Sheet Iron Mill, which has been 
idle for several weeks on account of dulil- 
ness in trade, started up yesterday, with 
enough orders to keep running all Winter. 

The 650 employes of the Standard Silk 
Mill, who have been working on short time 
for several months, went to work on full 
time to-day. 

The knitting establishment of Seifert & 
Eltonheart, which has been idle several 
months, has been purchased by Carty & 
Souders, who commenced operations yester- 
day. 


BESSEMER, Mich., Dec. 1.—The Tilden 
Mine, owned by the Penokee and Gogebic 
Development Company, resumed work this 
morning with nearly 300 men. It will mine 
about 1,000 tons of ore daily during the 
Winter. 





IS MISS CARSON A FORGER? 


She Is Accused by a Contractor of 
Gloucester County, N. J. 


WOODBURY, N. P., Dec. 1.—Miss Judith 
Carson, who three years ago was the prin- 
cipal witness in the Ganz murder trial, was 
put on trial here to-day cl arged with forg- 
ing the name of C. Allen Chattin, a con- 
tractor and builder of Gloucester County, to 
a note for $300. 

The courtroom was crowded, owing to the 
prominence of the parties :nvolved. Chat- 
tin denied having made the note. Under 
cross-examination hse admitted the defend- 
ant had extorted money from him during 
the last five years. He had paid her sums 
aggregating $3,800. He further testified 
that the defendant had ruined him finan- 
cially and in his domestic life, until, dis- 
gusted with his relations with her, they 
signed an agreement whereby she was not 
to demand any more money from him. 
Chattin swore he pfrchased household fur- 
nishings for the defendant, and that she visit- 
ed him at his place of business. It was 
later shown that the defendant had used 
part of the money extorted from Chattin 
to buy a pool table for a man at Swedes- 
borough. .Among the interested listeners 
to this testimony was Chattin’s wife. Tne 
case was unfinished. 





Large Coroners’ Bills for Queens. 

JAMAICA, L. I., Dec. 1.—The Queens 
County Supervisors will investigate the 
actions of various Coroners who have been 
presenting large bills for services. The 
bills for November will be held over until 
Jan. 1, and a special committee will take 
the matter in hand. It is said that the 
Coroners’ expenses this year will amount to 
$30,000. The amount expended a few years 
ago was only $7,000. Supervisor Dunton 
says there might be some unlawful combi- 
nation. The bills are said to be padded by 
short sessions and long-drawn hearings on 
cases. 





Boston Brokers Suspend, 


BOSTON, Dec..1.—The suspension of the 
firm of Gage & Felton, bankers and brok- 
ers, at 30 Kilby Street, was announced on 
the Stock Exchange this afternoon. A. C., 
Burrage, formerly counsel for the firm, said 
that the firm probably owed $100,000. Both 
members of the firm have left the city. 
The cause of the failure, Mr. Burrage 
thought, was speculation, and as far as 
he knew the members of the firm have no 
assets.

FOUR-STORY BUILDING AT 747 
MENACED THE DISTRICT. 


Rothschild’s Sons & Co. Lose $75,000 
in Bar Fixtures—Other Firms 
$50,000—Two Fire- 
men Hurt. 


A fire that in a comparatively short time 
caused a loss of about $125,000 blazed up 
at 7 o'clock last evening in the basement 
of the brick building at 747 Broadway. The 
four-story building was gutted, and the con- 
tents are apparently a tg@tal loss. 

The building, which is an old one, stands 
on ground owned by the Sailors’ Snug Har- 
bor, and is the property of a Boston es- 
tate, of which James M. Varnum is the ex- 
exutor. The first floor and cellar were oc- 
cupied by the R. Rothschild’s Sons Com- 
pany, manufacturers of bank and bar fixt- 
ures. Leo Goodman & Brother, manufacttgr- 
ers of neckwear, occupied the second and 
third floors, and on the top floor was Davis 
Garber, a photographer. 

The building extends through the block 
to Mercer Street, and on that street is No. 
306. Formerly it was known as 14 Nelson 
Place. Patrolman John Griffin saw the fire 
from the Mercer Street end and sent in 
an alarm, which brought only four engines. 

By the time the firemen arrived the 
smoke was pouring from the basement on 
the Broadway end of the building, the 
heat having broken the glass with a report 
that sounded like explosions. 


Second, Third, and Fourth Alarms, 


Chief Bonner, who arrived with the first 
detachment, saw the danger of a disastrous 
fire, and he sent in a second alarm. The 
firemen were not long in getting to work, 
but the flames spread with such rapidity 
to the upper floors of the building that a 
third alarm was sent in, and then a fourth. 
The whole building was aflame, and the fire 
poured out from every window at both ends 
of the building and high into the air, through 
rents in the roof. 

After the fourth alarm twenty-one en- 
gines and Water Tower No. 5 had streams 
directed on the burning building, but it was 
not until after 9 o’clock that the flames 
were under control. 

The building to the north, 749 Broadway, 
was slightly damaged. The ground floor 
is occupied by the El Telegrafo cigar store 
and café, owned by Julius Hirsch. Several 
guests were in the café when the fire broke 
out. The place was slightly damaged by 
water. 

The top floors of 749 are occupied by 
G. L. Nickelsburg & Co., manufacturers of 
neckwear. Several persons were at work in 
the place last night, and as soon as the 
fire was discovered the stock was removed 
so that it was only slightly damaged by 
smoke and water that ran through from the 
burning building. 

The double building to the south, 743 and 
745 Broadway, is occupied by E. V. Connett 
& Co., manufacturers of hats, and by Holz- 
man Brothers, manufacturers of boys’ suits. 
The cornice of the building caught fire, 
and for a time it looked as though the 
flames would spread through the building, 
but the firemen ehecked them before a great 
amount of damage had been done, and this 
was almost entirely from smoke and water. 


The Largest Losers, 


Rothschild’s Sons & Co. will be the heay- 
iest loser by the fire. A representative of 
the firm said that they had a large stock 
of bar fixtures on hand, made principally of 
mahogany, antique oak, and other expensive 
woods. Their loss will probably reach 
$75,000. 

This is the busy season in the neckwear 
trade, manufacturers being busy preparing 
for the Spring and Summer trade. Good- 
man & Brother had an unusually large 
stock. They employed about seventy-five 
hands, principally women and girls. The 
stock is a total loss, which is estimated at 
about $25,000. 

Davis Grober will lose much more than 
the intrinsic value of his stock, as he lost 
negatives and plates which cannot easily 
be replaced. Probably $5,000 will cover the 
actual loss. The damage te the building 
will not exceed $20,000, 


Possible Cause of the Fire. 

Fire Marshal O’Sullivan made a partial 
examination of the premises after the fire, 
but he was at a loss to determine the origin. 
He said he had made an examination of the 
building a few days ago, and regarded it as 
safe. The building is heated by a hot-air 
furnace, which is located in the basement 
about midway between Broadway and 
Mercer Street. The fire is supposed to have 
been communicated from this furnace to the 
woodwork, and once through the floor into 
the first story, it burned with a fierceness 
which for a time baffled the firemen. 

Two firemen were injured, one seriously, 
while the fire was at its height, caused by 
losing control of a hose attached to Engine 
20. Capt. Charles L. Keily of Engine Com- 
pany No. 20 was knocked down and two 
of his ribs on the right side were broken. 
He also received severe contusions on the 
body, and it was feared that his back was 
injured. Fireman John J. Smedler of the 
same company also received severe bruises 
on the body. The injured men were re- 
moved to St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

The Broadway cable cars were blocked 
about three hours by the fire. 





MR. BELMONT’S INITIATION. 


He Is to Become a Member of St. 
John’s Lodge of Masons in Newport. 


NEWPORT, R. IL. Dec. 1.—Oliver H. P. 
Belmont is to be made a Mason in St. 
John’s Lodge of this city. It is the oldest 
Masonic body in this jurisdiction, and a 
number of Summer residents are affiliated 
with the lodge. Mr. Belmont came to 
Newport Monday afternoon, and took the 
first degree that evening. He is to return 
here early in January for the two’ other 
degrees, which will make him a Master 
Mason, which he desires to become before 
going abroad. 

Joseph W. Gibson, a humble citizen and a 
gardener, presided while Mr. Belmont was 
initiated, and among those present were 
Congressman Bull, Col. Reginald Norman, 
and Postmaster Young. Mr. Belmont was 
late- in rising to-day, so he lost the train 
to New York. His valet caught it, though, 
and went off without his master. 





Canadian Bank Dividends. 


TORONTO, Dec, 1.—Over a million dollars 
was disbursed by the Canadian banks to 
shareholders to-day.

A BIG FIRE ON BROADWAY 





GEN. DIAZ INAUGURATED. 


He Takes Oath as President of Mexico 
for the Fifth Time. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 1.—Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz, who was first elected to the Presi- 
dency of Mexico in 1876, and under whose 
successive administrations the country hds 
attained a prosperity never before achieved, 
was inaugurated to-day for the fifth time. 
The oath of office was administered with 
much ceremony, and the event was made 
the occasion of general rejoicing. 

All the representativés here of foreign 
powers were present, aS was also a large 
number of military and civil officers from 
the various States. The city was hand- 
somely decorated, the military and other 
bands furnishing music, and to-night there 
was a general illumination. It is known 
that there will be no change in the policy 
heretofore followed by President Diaz. 

The Government has given permission to 
the San José Land and Colonization Compa- 
ny of Kansas City to introduce fifty fami- 
lies of Armenians, now in New York, as col- 
onists of land in the State of Tamaulipas. 
The Government has declared void A. K. 
Owens’s colonization concession of land at 
Topolobampo. Under this concession Mr. 
Owens, from first to last, brought fully fif- 
teen hundred Americans to the colony; but 
owing to the impracticable nature of his co- 
operative scheme, anticipating Bellamy’s 
“Looking Backwatd,’’ complete failure re- 
sulted, and many individuals suffered much 
hardship. 





CHICAGO TUNNELS TOO HIGH. 


Shipping Said to be Much Injured— 
Lowering Favored and Opposed. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Engineers and others 
are convinced that in order to preserve the 
lake commerce of ‘Chicago all the tunnels 
under the river now used by street railway 
must be lowered. Last month over twenty 
vessels were stranded over the tunnels, 
causing many hours’ delay and much loss of 
money. 

Vessel men say that the tunnels are ruin- 
ing navigation, and that the tunnels must 
be lowered. They are collecting evidence to 
influence the Government to make the nec- 
essary changes. 

There is not water enough in the river to 
float large craft, and it is not thought that 
the opening of the drainage canal will ma- 
terially improve this condition. 

The representatives of the street railway 
companies using these tunnels exclusively 
say they are not to blame, and that they 
will not pay for the change in grade. In 
fact, it is intimated that they will fight the 
change, which would cause a great loss to 
their business. 

The Chicago River Improvement Asso- 
ciation has held a meeting on the subject, 
and President Dunham has declared that 
the change must be made if the city does 
not wish to lose its trade. 





AMERICANS WANT THE WORK. 


They Drive Italians from a Reservoir 
Site in Trenton. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 1.—There was a 
rush to the site of the new reservoir to be 
built for this city, to-day, by men seeking 
work. In the crowd were about 100 Ameri- 
cans and about 75 Italians. 

The Italians clamored for work, and it 
looked as though they would obtain the em- 
ployment so badly needed by many of the 
Americans. Finally, the Americans com- 
bined and ordered the.Italians away from 
the place. The Italians refused to go, and 
the Americans made a demonstration of 
force. The Italians drew knives, but see- 
ing they were outnumbered ran away. 





A BRITISH BARK WRECKED. 


It Is Feared that a Serious Loss of 


Life Has 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—Advices from Plym- 
outh, capital of Montserrat, one of the Lee- 
ward Islands, reports the loss on that coast 
of the British bark Grecian, Capt. Haigh, 
from Port of Spain, Trinidad, for London. 
It is feared that the wreck of the vesse 
was attended with serlous loss of life. 


Occurred, 


The Grecian was an iron vessel of 1,272 
tons. She was built at Greenock in 1868 
by Scott & Co., and was owned by J. 
Nourse. Her hailing port was London. She 
was 223 feet long, 36 feet beam, and 22 
feet depth of hold. 





Standard Plans at Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Negotiations are be- 
ing carried on with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, or interests closely allied to it, for 
the purchase of the Canal and Dock Com- 
pany’s property and large tracts adjoining 
it on the lake shore. The deal, if carried 
through, it is estimated, will involve some- 
thing like $400,000. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has extensive works at Whiting, Ind., 
and the theory is that it is the intention to 
make South Chicago a lake distributing 
point for the Northwest for oil and a re- 
ceiving point for iron ore from the mines 
on the Mesaba range. 





THE WEATHER. 


The weather indications for today 


are fair and no change in tempera-

The barometer has risen slowly from New Eng- 
land westward over the lake region, and fallen 
in’ all other districts; it is highest over North 
Dakota and lowest over Florida.

WORK FOR MONEY REFORM 


DELIBERATIONS OF THE MONE- 
TARY CONFERENCE. 


General Sentiment Favoring Bringing 
Pressure to Bear on Congress— 
A Greater Conference to 
be Held Nert 
Month. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 1.~The mone- 
tary conference to-day between representa- 
tives of Boards of Trade and other com- 
mercial and business organizations of the 
cities of the central Western States was 
characterized by great interest, and without 
exception the representatives testified to 
the importance of the results to be obtained 
and the necessity of business-like methods 
to be pursued to that end. 

There early developed a disposition to ig- 
nore all organizations that did not proceed 
on the theory that the general convention 
Should addréss itself directly t6 the members 
of Congress, and through them bring about 
those substantial reforms in the currency, 
that are essential to securing and maintain- 
ing the prosperity of the country. As @ re- 
sult, the delegates appeared to think that 
drastic remedies must be applied, and that 
“tinkering ’’ with the currency laws would 
be worse than no action at all, as partial 
remedies would prove unsatisfactory and 
bring up the same questions in another foun 
years that forced themselves ‘to: the front in 
the last campaign. 

The sentiment in favor of calling a gen-« 
eral meeting to consider currency reform 
Was unanimous, as also was the sentiment 
in favor of holding it at the place subse- 
quently selected, but the time evoked some 
discussion, and the question of representa- 


tion proved one upon which the delegates ’ 


were divided, many of them believing! that 
the larger the body the better would be ita 
effect upon Congress, while others con- 
tended that small representation, as td 
numbers, but large in relation to sections, 
would be equally effective. 

The following commercial bodies werd 
represented by delegates: Cincinnati Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Chicago Board of Trade,

Catled to Order, 


President Justus C. Adams of the In« 
dianapolis Board of Trade, called the meet< 
ing to order. In his address, he referred 
to the importance of the subject which the 
meeting had been called to consider. He 
referred to the recent Presidential cam< 
paign, and declared that the people of the 
United States had declared in unmistaka« 
ble terms that they wanted a stable, relia- 
ble, and unchanging purchasing medium, 
and that all classes were interested in the 
work before Congress that this end -might 
be accomplished. He said, in part: 

“Within the past thirty days the peoplé 
of this country have shown that they ara 
unalterably opposed to a cheap and fluc« 
tuating dollar of uncertain value. We must, 
not take this overwhelming expression of 
the people as a final and complete settle< 
ment of the question involved, nor as:an un- 
questioned acceptance of our present mone< 
tary system, but rather as a protest against 
a step backward. Between the lines of the 
returns of the recent election there is 
shown a pronounced public sentiment favor« 
ing currency reform with an evident pur- 
pose on the part of the conservative and 
reflective man to examine into our Na+ 
tional finances and remove, with the heas€ 
possible delay, whatever weaknesses or de« 
fects may appear. 

“Different views are entertained as ta 
methods of procedure and details of plems 
in the manner of currency revision, but 
after our grievous and costly experience we 


“are forced to the conclusion that the tims 
the Government 


has now arrived when 
must either discontinue the banking busi- 
ness, with its expensive and complicated 
system, or go into it on a broader, bettes 
defined, and more comprehensive scale. Thd 
game is not worth the candle. The burden 
is too heavy to be safely borne, and no in- 
dividual corporation or Government can 
conduct business on a safe and sound basis 
which has demand notes calling for mill- 
ions of dollars in existence and circulation, 
which notes are liable in a period of strin- 
gency and panic to be brought to the coun- 
ter for redemption, and when so redeemed 
are reissued, thus acting as a 
menace to the Government reserve and @ 
continual threat to the trade and business 
of the country, causing disturbance and un- 
settled values of every character.” 

Continuing, he said that it was for the 
coming conference to determine the best 
course to pursue to supply some legislation 
that would provide a sound, uniform, and 
elastic currency, whether it be of gold, 
silver, or paper, 

‘‘Our lawmakers will conquer their timid- 
ity when sentiment is crystallized and 
given definite shape by the commercial 
bodies and business men of the Nation,” 
he concluded, 


Stannard Made Chairman, 


Ex-Gov. Stannard of Missouri was unani- 
mously electel to preside over the meeting, 
and on accepting spoke briefly regarding 
the object that had brought the delegates 
together. ' 

Ex-Attorney General’ Miller read a speech 
on the question of the currency. Mr. Miller 
was followed by John R.-Wilson of this 
city, who made an argument in favor of 
placing the finances of the country in charge 
of a commission on finance. He cited the 
usage of other nations in this respect. 

A.resolution was introduced providing 
for holding a general conference. This was 
discussed, and a number of suggestions were 
offered by way of amendments. The reso- 
lution provided for representation from 
cities of 8,000 and over, and George G. Tan- 
ner of this city offered an amendment for a 
representation of one delegate from cities 
of 8,000, two delegates from cities of 10,000, 
and so on, up to eight delegates far cities 
of 400,000 and over, providing for a con- 
vention of 1,251 delegates. 

M. FE. Ingalls of Cincinnati said that what 
was done must be done with a view to in- 
fluencing Congress, and he was opposed ta 
cutting down the representation. He de« 
clared that the currency system of the coun- 
try could not be changed without changing 


the banking system, and when the ‘question ~ 
was opened Congress must go to the bottom — 


of it. The banking system, like the greén«/ 
backs, Mr. Ingalls said, was a war measure, 
but a change in one must go hand in hand 
with the change in the other. | Pa

“I think the best thing is to call a Na- 
tional Convention of bus-ness men to take 
up and discuss the quest.on of our fizances 
and petition the President of the United 
States to appoint a commission of experi- 
enced financial men, With power to inves- 
tigate al) up-to-date sy-tems of flaance 
in other paris of tne world. ‘These men 
should make such recommendations as they 
think best, after having made such investi- 
gations. They should be chosen regardless 
of party, and only with a view to their 
fitness to. meet the questions that wi.l con- 
front them. I leok upon this me ting here 
to-day as a primary to cali out discuss.on 
and get expressions of op.nion. it is nec- 
essary that we should have a settled and 
fixeu financial policy.’’ 

William Vickinson was likewisé in favor 
of a monetary commission. On this sub-

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MANUFACTURERS VOTE TO DIS- 
SOLVE THE ASSOCIATION. 





The Reason Officially Stated Is “ Out- 
side Competition ’—Wire Nails 
Lower than Ever. 


After a two days’ discussion of the situa- 
tion, the members of the Wire Nail Manii- 
facturers’ Association voted yesterday to 
disselve the organization. 

Secret sessions have been held at the 
Waldorf Hotel, and at the outset it was 


thought possible that the combination would 
be maintained on somewhat different lines. 
The complete demoralizaiion of the nail 
market, however, prompted a majority of 
the members of the association to favor an 
immediate abandonment of their agreement 
to hold prices up. 

Moré than a sGore of concerns Were rep- 
resented at the conferences just closed, in- 
eluding the Consolidated Steel Wire Com- 
pany of Chicago, the New Castie Wire Nail 
Company of New Castle, Penn.; the Oliver 
& Rober.s Wire Company of Pittsburg, the 
H. P. Nail Company of Cleveland, the Salem 
Wire Nail Company of Salem, Ohio; Fuller 
Brothers of New York, and the Pittsvurg 
Wire Company. John H. Park of Bos- 
ton, the Treasurer and Commissioner of the 
association, was present, as was the Presi- 
dent, S. H. Chishelm of Cieveland. 

Mr. Parks issued a stateinent last even- 
ing, in which he said: “The present aban- 
denment of this combination is not due to 
any adventitious conditions in the organiza- 
tion or to any internal differences or short- 
comings, but solely to the large growth of 
outside competition which has sprung up 
Within the last few months. We do not 
think it would be good business to continue 
longer a policy which is increasing com- 
petition so rapidly. 

“The nail manufacturers of the United 
States have facilitizs for production which, 
when employed full time, will turn out 
about four times as many nails as the coun- 
try requires. A good many nails are being 
exported, but éven these, in addition to the 
domestic consumption, will not begin to 
absorb the pussipie product of the American 
wanuiacturers, : 

‘AS @ Cunsequence, the nail manufactur- 
ing business, up to the date of tne preseut 
Organization, had long been known as one 
of tne mosi unaprolitable industries in the 
iron and steei tune. Without an organiza- 
tion there is no profit in the business.” 

As a result of tue dissolution of the trust, 
low prices on naiis will probably prevali tor 
some time, A new card of *“ exiras’”’ was 
adopted by the manutacturers yesterday in 
order to conform, so far us pussivie, to the 
desires of the retail trade. Whether the 
manutacturers will get together again is 
extremely doubtful. Certainly it wul be a 
long time before they can do so; and mean- 
while the consumer will have the benetit 
of cheap naiis, while the manufacturer wiil 
have to work for a smaii profit. 

There are seven or eignt large West- 
ern nail concerns, in each line of cut 
and wire nails, that for a long time prior 
to the formation of this association did 
from 50 per cent. to 90 per cent. of the busi- 
ness. By operating tneir milis double turn 
and scaiing costs to the lowest possible 
limit, they may obtain some profit on their 
Outputs. There is little chance for the 
smaier Manufacturers to cope successfully 
with them on an open market. 





THE WINDOW GLASS TRUST. 





Organized by the Manufacturers in 
Indianapolis Yesterday. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 1.—The window- 
glass manufacturers of the United States 
who have been in session at the Denison 
House for two days, completed their labors 
this evening. The result was the reorgan- 
ization of both the old associations, that in 
the East to be called the Pittsburg Window 
Glass Company and that in the West the 
Western Glass Company. An _ ironclad 
agreement of great length was drawn up 
and signed by all the manufacturers pres- 
ent, 

Each company has practically the same 
constitution, and it contemplates that all 
the members thereof shall turn over the 
products of their respective factories to the 
Sales agent of the company, who shall sefl 
the glass to jobbers and account to the fac- 


tion. At the end of each year this reserve 
fund is returned to the manufacturers ac- 
cording as they have contributed to it, or 
rather a portion of it, for the association

FRANK DYER HAD HEMORRHAGE 
OF THE LUNGS. 


Weakness Developed Some Time After 
He Was Hurt—He Must Not 
Play Again—Rhue’s Death 
Pronounced Ac- 
cidental. 


Frank L. Dyer of Brooklyn, a son of Capt. 
Dyer of the Twelfth Precinct, Brooklyn, 
who, until a week ago last Saturday, was 
one of the successful young football players 
in Brooklyn, was so badly injured in a 
game that he will never play football again. 


He is now ill at his father’s house, 288 Mc- 
Donough Street, suffering from hemorrhage 
of the lungs and other internal injuries. 

Dyer was left tackie of tne Hamiltons and 
a clevér and successful piayer. During the 
game Saturday he was knocked down in 
a scrimmage, and, after lying unconscious 
for several hours, Was taken home by his 
friends in a dazed condition. He was kept 
in for two or three days, but was deter- 
mined not to stay in the house. On Thanks- 
giving Day he was out on the parade 
grounds watching the games, but did not 
take part, as he still felt too weak to play. 
Friday night he was taken suddenly With a 
severe hemorrhage, and so serious was his 
condition that Dr. Parker, who was cailed 
in, after prescribing for him, ordered him 
not to get up for a week. The boy, how- 
ever, has disobeyed the injunction and per- 
sists in sitting up, although he cannot go 
out. The doctor fears another hemorrhage. 

“you will have to give up _ football, 
Frank,’’ Dr. Parker told him, “ for if you 
play any more I shall not be responsible 
for you.”’ ; 

Young Dyer was greatly cast down upon 
hearing this, and protested in vain that he 
| would be all right again in a few days. 
| Capt. and Mrs. Dyer joined in their protests 
and the young man finally promised them 
he would give up the game for all time. 

Last night at his home young Dyer, in 
telling of his injury, said that it resulted 
from a scrimmage. ‘‘ You see,” he said, 

“‘T was knocked so completely out that I 
hardly knew what occurred. But, as I re- 
member it, it was like this: The Hamilitons 
and Paecitics were playing. I was ieit 
tackle, and the Pacifie’s full .back—Ribbon, 
I think his name is—grabbed the bail and 
came down for me like a ton of brick, with 
the men after him. We coilided, the whole 
crowd pied on top of me, and then I lost 
consciousness. 

“The next thing I knew I was lying on a 
table in the Superintendent’s room with a 
doctor leaning over me. One of the Pacifics’ 
men was injured, too, and he was lying 
there with me. It’s the last game for me. 


Yes, I rather think it should be stopped by 
law, because a fellow don’t like to think 





he is afraid of hurting himself in any game, 
and he takes big risks.

SUICIDE AT BRIDGE ENTRANCE. 





Charles Olsen Chose a Crowded Hour 
to Seek Death. 


If Charles Olsen desired to lend dramatic 
effect to his attempted suicide he could not 
have picked a better time or place than he 
did when he shot himself through the right 
temple at the New York entrance of the 
Brooklyn Bridge about 6:30 o’clock last 
evening. 
| The entrance to the bridge was crowded 
| at the tlme with men and women hurrying 
to their homes across the river, and the 
report of the pistol shot caused great ex- 
citement among the people on their way to 
the cars. The man was in the midst of a 
crowd when he raised the pistol to his 
head and fired. He dropped to the ground 
without a groan. 

Some of the women screamed, but, as one 
of the policemen: said afterward, ‘‘ The ma- 
jority of them behaved well.” Sergt. Phil- 
-lips and Policeman John Goss of the bridge 
squad were standing at the telephone box 
about forty feet from Olsen when the shot 
was fired. They turned just in time to see 
the man fall, When they reached his side 
blood was gushing from the hole which the 
bullet had made in his head. Men and 
women crowded about the prostrate form, 
wondered who he could be, and then passed 
on to catch their train. 

The man had not acted strangely, and no 
| one had paid any attention to him until the 
pistol shot was heard. The weapon was 
clutched firmly in his right hand as he fell. 


Olsen was carried to a waiting room on 
the north side of the entrance, which has 
been provided for such an emergency as 
this. When he reached the room he re- 
gained consciousness sufficiently to give his 
name, and when he was asked where he 





lived, he could only answer: ‘ "Concord 
Street.” Then he would ask, ‘‘ Who shot 
me?’”’ 


Olsen was removed to the Hudson Street 
Hospital, and it was subsequently learned 
that he lived at 89 Concord Street, Brook- 
lyn. He had been a waiter in a restaurant 
in this city, but had recently lost his posi- 
tion. He was last seen at the house Sun- 
day night, when he seemed to be in the 
best of spirits.

RHUE’S DEATH ACCIDENTAL. 


Coroner’s Inquest Brings Out Nothing 
New—Young Van Kirk’s Story, 


Coroner Coombs and a jury of twelve, in 
Brooklyn, held an inquest last night to in- 
qufire into the cause of the death of Walter 
L. Rhue, who was killed in a football game 
Thanksgiving Day at Prospect Park, be- 
tween the Senecas and the Manual Training 
School eleven, 

J. Phelps Van Kirk, who ran into Rhue, 
was the principal witness. He told the story 
of the accident substantially as it has been 
told before. The teams tackled, and Rhue 
was knocked down by him in the rush. 
Young Van Kirk is a bright-looking boy, 
and created an excellent impression on the 
jurors. 

The room was crowded, among the spec- 
tators being the members of the opposing 
teams, the students of the Manual Training 
School. and Van Kirk’s mother and sisters. 
Several witnesses corroborated Van Ki-k’s 
story, and declared that he was in nowise 
to blame, the accident being one likely to 
occur any time in football. The jury took 
about one minute to decide that no blame 
was attached to Van Kirk. The verdict was 
that ‘‘ Walter L. Rhue came to his death 
from hemorrhage of the medulla and 
eodema of the lungs,” one that his death 
was accidental.

‘ONGRESS WILL NOT HELP TO 
SETTLE THE DISPUTE. 


ty the Agreement Between Venezuela 
and Great Britain, the Sen- 
ate and the House Are 
Avoided. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—In 
ime, probably before Major McKinley shall 
ave been inaugurated as President of the 
Jnited States, be in- 
prmed, by a message from the President, 


‘hat the Venezuela-Guiana boundary dis- 
mite has been amicably settled, and that 
he settlement has been approved by the 
Inited States as the mutual friend of the 
lisputants. 

Unless the negotiations now in progress 
ail utterly, this settlement will be brought 
bout without the co-operation of the Con- 
r -ss in either branch. The danger to which 
m attemp to bring about such a settlement 
rould have been exposed was early ap- 
reciated by the Secretary of State. The 
ifficulty of avoiding the Congress was also 
reat. Venezuela and Great Britain were 
@t on good terms. Years ago, in conse- 
mence of the attitude of Venezuela toward 
treat Britain in this matter, diplomatic re- 
ations between the two countries were 
evered. Two nations not having diplomatic 
atercourse are at a decided disadvantage 
then there is a bone of contention between 
hem, 

Secretary Olney was determined that the 
ontroversy should be settled, if possible, 
nd it was an outcome of this determination 
hat brought on the announcement by the 
*’resident in his message to the Congress 
bout a year ago, in which the Monroe doc- 
rine was reasserted, and thé determina- 
lon of the Administration expressed to re- 
ard as an unfriendly act the effort of any 
turopean nation to extend its territory on 
nis Continent at the expense of any Ameri- 
an nation. The assumption was that the 
Inited States Government would proceed, 
y force, to maintain the Monroe doctrine. 
tut correspondence between the Depart- 
aent of State and the British Foreign 
fice brought about quite a different re- 
ult. An agreement between the United 
tates and Great Britain was reached by 
he terms of which, if carried out, Great 
tritain and Venezuela will be brought to- 
ether in friendly intercourse, and the 
oundary dispute settled without resort to 
loody and expensive war. 

Acting as the friend of Venezuela, the 
jecretary of State and the British Am- 
vassador have agreed to the basis of a set- 
lement of the boundary dispute. The 
-erms of the agreement have been repeated- 
y referred to. The most important thing 
‘bout this agreement is that by acting only 
ss the friend of Venezuela and Great Brit- 
in the United States Government has 
svoided much delay and all opposition that 
night spring from factional opposition in 
he United States. The Senate can be 
lepended upon, as now constituted, to re- 
use approval to most propositions sent to 
he Senate for its advice and consent. If 
fefior Andrade, the Venezuelan Minister

Domestic differences may 
nake this difficult in Venezuela, and thwart 
the purposes of Secretary Olney and Sir 
fulian Pauncefote. 3ut a refusal of the 
erms offered may justify the United States 
zovernment in withdrawing its good offices. 
$uch an outcome would be mortifying to 
the United States and disastrous, perhaps, 
o Venezuela, which might be obliged to ask 
for a resumption of diplomatic relations 
with Great Britain in order to secure a less 
satisfactory adjustment only after a pro- 
longed and hurtful war. The United States 
would be unwilling to be involved in that 
war. After a war the United States might 
be called upon to undertake again precisely 
the negotiations which have progressed al- 
most to a conclusion without the firing of a 
gun, the loss of a life, or the sacrifice of 
national pride. 

If the Venezuelan Congress proves to be 
moderate and appreciative of the efforts of 
the United States, the boundary controversy 
may be setiled before President Cleveland 
leaves Washington for his new home in 
Princeton.

BRITISH GUIANA BOUNDARY. 


Mules Governing the Anglo-Venezue- 
lan Arbitrators. 


The London Chronicle publishes the rules 
Which it says will govern the arbitrators 
under the treaty between England and 
Wenezuela, according to the agreement ar- 
ranged between negotiators upon behalf of 
England and the United States. It ap- 
pears to settle in favor of England the 
mooted point whether private occupation 
or political administration is included with- 
‘in the period of prescription. Both are in- 
cluded. How much practical effect this 
will have in enlarging England’s award is 
doubtful. But it is certain that while Eng- 
Jand’s individual occupation is comparative- 
ly limited and recent, scarcely ante-dating 
the discovery of gold, England’s political 
control is a question of a very different 
sort. Venezuela, for example, has not had

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THE TREASURY STATEMENT. 


Debt, Revenues, Coinage, and Circu- 
lation for November. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The debt state- 
ment issued this aiternoon shows a net in- 
crease in the public debt, less cash in the 
Treasury, during November, of $8,200,333.16. 
The interest-bearing debt increased $60. 
The non-interest-bearing - gebt decreased 
$15,300. The cash in the Treasury decreased 
$8, 215,663.16. \ 

The balance of the several classes of debt 
at the close of business Nov. 30 were: In- 
terest-bearing debt, $847,364,520; debt on 
which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,591,620.26; debt bearing no interest, $372,- 
170,117.14; total, $1,221,126,257.40. 

The certificates and Treasury notes, offset 
by an equal amount of cash in the Treas- 
ury, outstanding at the end of the month 
were, $567,523,923, an increase of $3,183,000; 
the total cash in the Treasury was $835,- 
961,579.81; the gold reserve was $100,000,000; 
net cash balance, $125,357,098.47. 

In the month there was an increase in 
gold coin and bars of $14,203,268.71, the 
total at the close being $169,527,101.34. Of 
silver there was an increase of $621,708.65. 
Of the surplus there was in National bank 
depositories, $15,832,804.57, against $16,119,- 
096.51 at the end of the previous month. 

The comparative Treasury statement for 
November shows the receipts to have been 
$25,210,696, as compared with $25,986,508 for 
the same month last year. The expenditures 
for the same months are $33,260,720, as 
against $27,199,283. The total receipts for 
the five months of the fiscal year aggregate 
$131,650,489, and the expenditures, $171,597,- 
835. For the same period of the fiscal year 
1895, the receipts were $141,279,116, and the 
expenditures $157,148,443. The deficit for 
the fiscal year so far is $39,946,846, as com- 
pared with $15,869,332 last year. 

The monthly statement of the Controller 
of the Currency shows the total amount of 
National bank notes in circulation to be 
$235,312,103, which is an increase since Oct. 
$1 of $414,416, and since Noy. 30, 1895, of 
$21,440,907. The total circulation, based on 
United States bonds, Nov. 30, 1896, is $216,- 
609,684, which is an increase since Oct. 31 
of $99,670, and since Nov. 30, 1895, $26,140,- 
158. The total circulation secured by law- 
ful money is $23,401,670, being an increase 
since Oct. 31 of $314,776, and a decrease 
since Nov. 30, 1895, of $4,699,251. The total 
amount of registered bonds on deposit to 
secure circulating notes aggregate $241,- 
272,150, and to secure public deposits, $15,- 
The monthly report of the Director of the 
Mint shows that during November there 
were coined 179,760 double eagles, valued

ALABAMA’S NEW GOVERNOR. 


He Makes a Speech on National and 
State Topics. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 1.—Gov. Jo- 
Seph F. Johnston was inaugurated Gov- 
ernor of Alabama to-day. The greater part 
of his address was devoted to matters of 
State interest, and he goes into considerable 
detail as to the material resources of Ala- 
bama and the possibilities of her agricult- 
ural, mining, and manufacturing industries. 
In reference to National affairs, the Govy- 
ernor says: 

“The hot political contests of this event- 
ful year, that aroused so much Passion, are 
now behind us. The people have registered 
their will, and all good citizens should yield 
cheerful obedience to their mandate. If 
they have not erred in their verdict on the 
great question that broke party lines, re- 
turning prosperity will soon confirm their 
judgment; if they have erred, no misrepre- 
sentation or coercion can deter them from 
Setting aside the verdict and driving from 
place and power those who have misled or 
deceived them. 

“The past is beyond recall, but the future 
Stands a willing handmaid to reward patri- 
otic endeavor. 

“We have nothing to ask of the Federal 
Government except equal laws, and per- 
haps the perfection of a system of coast de- 
fenses that in case of sudden war would en- 
able our citizen soldiers to defend this fair 
land from invasion and maintain the Na- 
tional honor. Considering the gallantry of 
our brethren, who, in obedience to the call 
of duty, were prodigal in deeds of valor in 
the war between the States, no one could 
doubt that, should occasion arise, even more 
splendid achievements would adorn the de- 
fense of home and National integrity by the 
men of this generation. 

“Within a generation we have restored 
the waste places, more than doubled our 
productions, built cities, opened mines, 
erected furnaces and factories, established 
our credit, and largely increased our ap- 
propriations for free schools. This great 


work has been accomplished almost wholly 
by Southern men and Southern money. We 
have been the pioneers of our own develop- 
ment. On the great industrial flelds we 
have met our brethren of the North and 
compelled recognition as competitors wor- 
thy of their steel. The manufacture of cot- 
ton is steadily drawing around the fields 
where it is grown. In iron we have not 
only invaded territory heretofore possessed 
by our friends in Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and intrenched ourselves there for perma- 
nent occupation, but are now shipping our 
product to Great Britain and Italy, Ger- 
many and Spain, and underselling in their 
home markets those who have had the 
trade of the world for generations at their 
command. 

‘Having accomplished such results as 
this ourselves, we have the right to expect 
that, as sectional prejudice disappears be- 
fore the rising light of a broader patriot- 
ism, our progress shall be still greater in 
the future.”’

BROOKLYN IN COMMISSION 





THE NEW CRUISER TURNED OVER 
TO HER OFFICERS. 





Capt. Cook Receives Her from the 
Builders, and She Will Soon 
Be Ready for Active 
Service. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1—The cruiser 
Brooklyn went into commission this after- 
noon. 

The bluejackets and marines were mus- 
tered on the quarter deck, the former being 


on the starboard side and the latter on the 
port side, and then Capt. Cook and his offi- 
cers and Commandant Howell of the League 
Island Yard, glistening in their uniforms, 
made their appearance. The ship had been 
turned over to Commandant Howell by 
Capt. Sergeant, representing the builders, 
and the Commandant began the ceremony 
by transferring the vessel to Capt. F. A. 
Cook. As the bugler sounded the “ three 
ruffies” and the marine guards presented 
arms, Old Glory was flown to the breeze 
from the flagstaff aft, the pennant was 
broken from the masthead, and the cruiser 
was formally in commission. Capt. Cook 
then read his orders from the Navy Depart- 
ment ordering him to take charge of the 
ship, and the ceremony was over. 

The exercises were customarily simple, 
and all told they did not occupy over ten 
minutes. Capt. Cook and the various offi- 
eers of the Brooklyn expressed their admi- 
ration at the general excellence of the ship, 
and one interested spectator of the cere 
monies congratulated the Commander upon 
being in charge of ‘“‘ the finest vessel in the 
navy.” 

The following is the detail of officers se- 
lected by the Navy Department for the new 
cruiser: Capt. F. A. Cook, Executive Officer, 
Lieut. N. E. Mason; Navigator, Lieut. Hen- 
ry McCrea; Lieuts. W. B. Caperton, W. A. 
Rush, F. R. Brainerd, and J. D. Doyle; En- 
signs A. T. Long, F. L. Sandoz, and Charles 
Webster; Surgeon W. S. Dixon, Paymaster 
I. G. Hoggs, Chief Engineer J. D. Ford. 
Besides, there will be four naval cadets 
from the Newark and one from the Marble- 
head. 

Capt. Cook expects the Brooklyn will leave 
the navy yard after receiving her stores be- 
tween the 15th and 20th inst., and go to 
Hampton Roads for the purpose of ** set- 
tling down,”’ and will then proceed to New- 
port to receive her torpedoes. Afterward, 
she will go to Tompkinsville, S. I. 





HIGHER WHISKY TAX OPPOSED. 


The American Spirits Company May 
Take Action This Week, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Members of the 
American Spirits Company did not meet in 
Chicago to-day, as expected. Levy Mayer, 
the attorney for the company, says that a 
meeting of all the leading distillers of the 
country will be held here during the week. 

“The meeting,’ said Mr. Mayer, *‘ will be 
secret, and among the matters to be con- 
sidered will be Congressional legislation as 
affecting the internal revenue tax. The 
Government now collects $1.10 per gallon, 
or nearly $50,000,000 a year as a tax, and 
some talk has been indulged in of increasing 
the same. Any higher tax would be prac- 
tically a confiscation of the business. It 
may be that some steps will be taken to 
send a committee to Washington during the 
next session, but of this I am not certain.

WILL THEY SACK THE TREASURY? 


On the first page of THe Times there 
were published yesterday two dispatches 
from Washing:on relating to the Govern- | 
ment’s income and expenditures. The 
first was as follows: 


“ WASHINGTON, Nov. 80.—The Novem- | 
ber Treasury deficit, from official figures to 
be issued to-morrow, wi.i be $7,621,000, and 
the deficit for the five months of the fiscal 
year to date wili be $40,5u0,0u0,” 


Since June 30 the Treasury has been | 
running behind at the rate of nearly 
$100,000,000 a year. We reprint below 
the essential parts of the other dispatch: 


“ WASHINGTON, Nov. 30. — Chairman 

CANNON of the Appropriations Committee 

} and Mr. Sayers of Texas, a member of the 
5 committee, have arrived. They say press- 
{ ure on Congress is going to be very heavy 
this season. Oniy desperate fighting wiil 
keep appropriations wituin $600,.U00,000 this 
Winter, and it is for the purpose of or- 
ganizing for the protection of the Treasury 
that the committee is ge-ttulig together so 
early. There will be greatly increased de- 
mands for appropriations for public build- 
ings, coast defenses, and fortifications, and 





private bills thr ugh. Speaker REED re- | 
fused at toe last session to aliow committees 
to report bilius involving special approp.ia- 
tions. With regard to public buildings he 
will be helpless this Winter. He tiled up re- 
ports involving $50,000,000, and made so 
Many enemies that they are strong enough 
= overrule him if they get together on that 
sue.” 


Only by “ desperate fighting ”’ it will be | 
possible to keep appropriations within 
$600,000,000, although the scandalous ex- 
travagance of last session made a total 
of a little less than $516,000,000, and in 
meeting the requirements of that ses- | 
Bion’s statutes the Government’s pay- | 
ments have exc2eded its receipts at the 
rate of almost $100,000,000 per annum! 

What party will be held responsible if 
the enormous appropriations here fore- 
shadowed shall be made? The appropri- 
ation bills are prepared in the House, 
and by the House the appropriations may 
be controlied. In the House there are 
244 Republicans and only 105 Democrats. 
Do the Republican leaders think their 
party can afford to mark what will virt- 





ually be the beginning of its lease of 
power by appropriating $600,000,000, or 
even by equalir.g the appropriations of 
the last session? 
: It is true that the silver majority in the 
Senate last Spring made large additions 
to the House bills, but the House accept- 
ed them, and in passing the great River 
and Harbor bill over the President's veto 
the exhibiticn of greed and disregard for 
public interests was as shameful in the 
“popular” branch of Congress as in the- 
Senate. But in the House, at least, the 
interests of the dominant party, the con- 
dition of the Treasury, the popular de- 
mand for reasonable economy, and the 
menacing discontent disclosed during the 
recent campaign should now restrain 
even those who consented to the out- 
‘Tageous extravagance of last Spring from 
promoting or permitting the assaults 
upon the Treasury which are said to be 
impending. Unless the House shall insist 
upon reasonable appropriations—the sum 
* of which should fall considerably below 
last session’s total--the Republican Party 
will heavily handicap itself and its elect- 
ed President at the very beginning of his

POLICE CONSOLIDATION, 


Police Commissioner ANDREWs, who 
” thas given special study to the organiza- 
tion of police systems and the discipline 
of police forces, has submitted to the 
‘Consolidation Commission his views upon 
" unifying the police of the Greater’ New 
“York territory in a single department. 
“This refers not simply to consolidating 

he forces of the present City of New 
Brookiyn, Long Island City, and 
Island, but to placing under a 





















there will be tremendous pressure to rush | 


single control and direction all the police 
of the enlarged municipality, including 
those that serve in the parks and upon 
the bridge over the East River. 

Mr. ANDREWS gives very cogent rea- 
sons for believing that the efficiency and 
discipline of the whole body would be 
improved by the consolidation. The 
greatest advantage would undoubtedly 
accrue to the districts outside of the 
present City of New York. The author- 
ized strength of the city force next year 
will exceed 5,000 men, which is more 
than double that of the rest of the Great- 
er New York area. With the consoli- 
dation there would be a unified adminis- 
tration and a harmonious system of dis- 
cipline and direction. The distribution 
could conform to the needs of the terri- 
tory, and in emergencies the reserve of 
the whole force could be directed to any 
point. 

The separate park police of this city 
and Brooklyn has grown up with the 
park systems, and there is no good rea- 
son for its continuance. There is no ma- 
terial difference between police service 
in public parks and in the streets, and 
when it comes to the smaller parks or 
squares the isolation of the men and the 
separate jurisdiction constitute a seri- 
ous drawback. The reasons given by 
Commissioner ANDREWS for a complete 
consolidation of the police force of Great- 
er New York under a single control seem 
to us to be conclusive. 

He was not asked whether in his opin- 
jon that control should be exercised by 
a single Commissioner or by a Board of 


| Commissioners, but his study and expe- 


rience have been so convincing to his 
own mind that he takes occasion to state 
his belief that “the most efficient police 
force in any city can be obtained through 
the medium of a single-headed commis- 
sion, with a suitable staff of assistants, 
and not by means of a Board of Com- 
missioners.” 

But for the effect of custom and fa- 
miliarity upon the human mind it would 
be as obvious that the Police Department 
of a great city should be under a single 
head as that the War Department of the 
Nation should be under a single head. 
In fact, nobody would question that any 
administrative department should in the 
exercise of executive functions be direct- 
ed by one mind. It is to be hoped that 
when the new charter for Greater New 
York is revealed to us it will appear that 
legislative and executive functions are 
distinctly separated and that the depart- 
ments into which the latter are distrib- 
uted will each be placed under a single 


| responsible head. This should be regard- 


ed as a prime essential in any system of 
municipal government.

“The san- 
itary “value of the system,” says Mr. 
Morton, “is beyond computation. It 
protects health and life. Inspection will 
become so general and so perfect that 
not a single pound of unwholesome meat 
will find its way from the United States 
to foreign markecs, nor will any be sold 
at home which does not carry certifica- 
tion of inspection.” 

But how is the thorough and trustwor- 
thy inspection of meats and food animals 
for local consumption to be procured? 
The National Government has power to 
inspect all meats intended for foreign 
and inter-State commerce, but the in- 
spection of meets in each State for local 
use must be made by local authority. It 
these animals and meats should be in- 
spected for the protection of foreign 
buyers, the interests of our own people 
require that such products which are re- 
tained for domestic consumption should 
be inspected in the same way. 

The truth is that the inspection for the 
export trade has in some places worked 
to the disadvantage of our own people, 
because animals and carcasses con- 
demned and rejected by the department’s 
Inspectors have been sold for consump- 
tion in the neighboring domestic mar- 
kets. The department has tried to pre- 
vent the sale of the condemned meats, 
and in some places the State and munici- 
pal authorities have undertaken to ex- 
clude these meats from the local trade. 
But complete exclusion of both the meats 
which have thu» been rejected and other 
meats in the domestic supply which ought 
to be condemned can be accomplished 
only by an mspection of the entire do- 
mestic output. 

In some places the local authorities 
have taken or -vill take the needed ac- 
tion. The example set by the depart- 
ment wil! continually exert an educat- 
ing influence. We notice that in the 
opinion of Mr. MorTon great progress 
would be made, and made without delay, 
if the National Government should re- 
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quire the slaugnterers to pay the cost of 


a Aiea eater: 


exported. “The moment,” he says, “ that 
the Government demands pay for its 
services from those to whom they are 
rendered, meat inspection will become 
universal at the great slaughtering cen- 
tres.” And it is stated that many of the 
prominent slaughterers and packers are 
willing to have their products inspected 
by agents of the Government at their 
own expense. If it can be shown that 
the thorough inspection of a very large 
part of the domestic supply would be 
caused by the change, then the slaugh- 
terers should be required by new legis- 
lation to pay the cost of the export in- 
Spection work. 





MR. REED AND THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
It would be a melancholy outcome of 
the great struggle the Republican Party 
has made, and the great victory it has 
won, if Mr. Re&p were to be put out of 
the Speaker’s chair to make room fer, 
say, Mr. Grosvenor. We shall not be 
accused of a special fondness for Mr. 
REED, We have been forced many times 
to criticise and reprovée him. But it has 
always been when he has fallen short of 
his own best, when for reasons We can- 
not explain he has been less clear, cour- 
ageous, firm, and faithful than we had a 
right to expect that he would be. When, 
at the last Republican Convention, the 
principles with which Mr. Rreep has 
been more closely identified thah any 
other Republican leader became the ba- 
sis Of the party platform, while its can- 
didate was a man who less,than any 
other Republican leader was linked with 
those principles, we felt, with many oth- 
ers, what a profound pity it was that 
Mr. REED was not the candidate. And 
we felt, also, as did many of Mr. REED’s 
friends, that the Candidate he would 
have been had he stuck to his principles 
without any thought or care how it 
would affect his possible nomination. 

Nevertheless, it remains true that in 
intellect, in experience, in all that con- 
stitutes real statesmanship, Mr. REED 
is far and away ahead of all other Re- 
publican members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. And if now he is passed by, 
and a smaller, narrower man is put in 
the Speaker’s chair, especially if this be 
done with the assent and aid of Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY, every one familiar with the sit- 
uation will draw inferences unflattering 
to the new Administration. It will be 
said, and it cannot be gainsaid, that 
Mr. REED has been put to one side be- 
cause he is too strong a man, because 
the President that will be cannot brook 
even an apparent rival of such impor- 
tance in a place of such power and pres- 
tizge. 

Such a change would be particularly 
unfortunate because, as to the tariff, 
which is to be the key to the position of 
the Administration, Mr. REED has shown 
more sense and prudence and real pa- 
triotism than any other Republican 
leader. If he is to be reduced to the 
ranks, the country*will infer that it is 
precisely because of his prudence and his 
sense and his moderation that this is 
done. It is true that he has not been 
able to check his party as he would have 
been glad to check it. But he is about 
the only man of any consequence in the 
House who has even tried to do so. He 
has also been, or striven to be, a re- 
straint upon the extravagance of his 
party. He actually held up something 
like $50,000,000 of appropriations in the 
last session. It will be an ugly omen 
for the Republicans if the moment they 
attain power they throw over a leader 
of pronounced views as to the gold stand- 
ard, moderate—as Republicans go—on 
the tariff, and willing to be economical. 











A REPUBLICAN DEMAND. 

The Tribune yesterday gave plain and 
strong expression to the sentiment of the 
great body ot the Republican Party on 
the duty of the State Government with 
reference to the civil service. That pa- 
per has a right to speak for its party on 
this subject. It ig read far more widely 
and with greater approval by the Repub- 


licans of the State than any other jour- | 


nal. Whatever may be its position in 
regard to factional differences in the 
party, its course with reference to the re- 


form of the civil service has been in close | 


and obvious sympathy with the senti- 
ment of the whole party. It was active 
and efficient in advocating the embodi- 
ment of the .merit system in the new 
Constitution, and the powerful support 
received in the convention and at the 
polls by the reform principle was largely 
due to its influence. 

The Tribune now demands the adoption 
of the revision of the rules “so as to in- 
clude a much larger number of subor- 
dinate officials and employés than are 
now covered.” To this it declares 
“there can be no reasonable objection 
on the part of Republicans who sincerely 
believe in the principle involved in the 
general system, or, indeed, of any Re- 
publican who believes that his party 
ought to fulfill its own promises and hon- 
estly carry out its own doctrines.”’ 

This plainly includes Gov. Morton 
himself. It may be added that the Gov- 
ernor has full power in the premises, 
and whatever may be the advice of a 
majority or minority of his Commission- 
ers, he must act for himself. Some of the 
politicians who have injured the Govern- 
or’s reputation by p-etending to know 
his action in advance and even to guide 
it have been saying that the Governor 
will not treat the revision of the rules in 
the spirft The Tribune shows. We do 
not believe it, and shall not unless we 
are forced to do so. 

On the  threutened legislation to 
“beat” the reform and the Constitution 
The Tribune spéaks in no uncertain tone: 


“As to proposed. change in the law 
with the view of facilitating appointments 
to vacant places on purely partisan grounds, 
there can hardly be two opinions outside 
the limited circle of so-called political lead- 
ers who do not now, nor ever did, believe 
in the Re prindiple of eivil service 
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tem of Satna 
ecution of their trade. The motives of 
these men in urging such legislation are 
perfectly transparent. They are at_ heart 
opposed to the existing sysiem in princip.e 
and in detail. They never speak of it but 
in terms of derision and contempt. Their 
obvious present purpose is to procure legis- 
lation that will serve as an entering wedge 
for its ultimate destruction. They are act- 
ive, agile, and persistent, and will leave 
no stone unturned to accomplish their ob- 
ject. They have not the assurance to pro- 
ose openly any radical measure in that 
Rirection, but they mean to do it by stealth 
and indirection. Can the Republican Party 
of this. State afford to stultify itself and 
falsify its professions by giving them their 
way? That is the question the Legislature 
will have to answer.” 




















“LABOR” AND THE GRAND JURY. 

It does not seem to us that the labor 
organizations which have submitted me- 
morials to the Judges who constitute the 
Board of Grand Jury Commissioners have 
made out any case against the present 
manner of making up the Grand Jury 
list. In their first memorial they com- 
plained that the men selected represent- 
ed wealth or property, and that labor 
had no representation, and they present- 
ed certain names of workingmen in vari- 
ous occupations which they desired to 
have placed upon the list. The supple- 
mental memorial complains of “‘ unjust 
geographical discrimination,” because 
Grand Jurors are not drawn from those 
who live down town or to the east or 
west of certain avenues. 

It might as well be candidly stated that 
the Commissioners seek and ought to 
seek for the Grand Jury list men of a 
high order of ability and intelligence, of 
eminent integrity and discretion, and of 
the utmost fairness of mind. They ought 
to be men of.experience and observation, 
and as they are expected to give consid- 
erable time to an important public serv- 
ice without remuneration, it does no 
harm if they can afford to do so without 
serious disadvantage to themselves. 

We understand that in filling vacancies 
on the list from year to year the Judges 
select for the most part men who have 
served upon petit juries and given evi- 
dence of the qualities desired, or whom 
they know to be possessed of such quali- 
ties. It does not matter what their busi- 
ness or occupation is or where they live. 
It is not true that they are mostly men 
of wealth or what is called “ social posi- 
tion,” but it doubtless is true that they 
are generally citizens of some substance 
and standing in the community. If men 
well qualified for Grand Jury duty, or 
any other important grade of public serv- 
ice, are apt to rise somewhat above the 
rank of day laborers and mechanics and 
be able to live in more desirable sur- 
roundings than those of the tenement- 
house districts, {i is on account of capa- 
bilities which make their service desir- 
able. ‘ 

If this really resulted in any wrong to 
workingmen or to the less fortunate in 
the community there would be ground 
for complaint, but we doubt if the remedy 
would be found in making class distinc- 
tions and seeking representatives of la- 
bor organizations or residents of certain 
quarters of the city for Grand Jury duty. 
Neither of the memorials presents any 
tangible facts showing or tending to 
show a failure or justice on account of 
the composition of the Grand Juries. 
That they should bt made up of men of 
capacity and gocd judgment is quite as 
important to workingmen and to the poor 
as it is to owners of property, be the 
same more or less.

was their trial before such a tribunal 
and their condémnation by it that elic- 
ited the earnest and effective protest of 
our Government. It was in consequence 
of that protest that proceedings under 
the sentence were suspended by orders 
sent from Madrid to Havana, and this 
action constituted an annulment of the 
trial. Spain thus acknowledged the jus- 

tice of our protest. If the prisoners were 
retried, with no more guarantee of fair- 
| ness than they had before, it could only 
| be because Spain had determined to pick 
ja quarrel with the United States. There 
are plenty of pretexts for such a course 
| open to her which do not require her to 
put herself obviously and hopelessly in 
the wrong befure the world. It is quite 
possible that depositions of prisoners 
and witnesses have been taken for use 
in diplomatic controversy and as a justi- 
fication of the position Spain may in- 
tend to take up, but it is scarcely possi- 
ble that these proceedings can be meant 
to constitute a trial. 








It is unfortunate that there must be 
much further delay in reaching a final 
decision in the suits against certain per- 
sons who, during the Sugar Trust inves- 
tigation connetted with the passage of 
the present tariff law, refused to answer 
questions put to them by the investigat- 
ing committee. The defendant in the test 
suit, a broker, was convicted in the 
Court of Appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia, under a statute which provides 
punishment for a refusal to answer 
questions asked by a Congressional com- 
mittee, and was sentenced to be impris- 
oned in jail for thirty days and to pay 
a fine of $100. During his trial the court 
declined to pass upon or consider the 
question of the constitutionality of this 
statute, and he was unable to bring this 
question before the Supreme Court on 
the writ of error by means of which he 
earried the case up to that tribunal. The 
Supreme Court simply says that under 
the statutes it has no jurisdiction to re- 
view the judgments of the Court of Ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia in 
criminal cases. But in habeas corpus 
proceedings the question of constitution- 
ality will come before the Supreme Court, 
and thus eventually a decision will be 
obtained. It is desirable that this ques- 





tion should be settled, in order that wit- 
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mittees may know what their legal rights 
are, 








The new Governor of Alabama devotes 
his inaugural address mainly to a discus- 
sion of the natural resources and advan- 
tages of his State and the desirability of 
seeking to develop them. Capt. JOHNSTON 
was a rather ardent “silver man,” but in 
his only reference to the “ hot political 
contests of this eventful year’”’ he cheer- 
fully concedes that the mandate of the 
people is to be accepted. If they have 
not erred in their verdict ‘‘on the great 
question that broke party lines,” return- 
ing prosperity will confirm their judg- 
ment, and if they find they have erred 
they will simply recgnsider the question 
and bring in a new verdict. This is a 
sensible philosophy, and there is some- 
thing like a grim humor in the passing 
remark that the only mineral which the 
people of Alabama ‘“‘seem to be without 
and to want most is silver.”” It is to be 
hoped that returning prosperity will con- 
vince them that the verdict of the people 
was right and that they will then see 
that what Alabama most needs to attract 
capital and labor and to develop her re- 
sources is a stable currency and confi- 
dence in the credit and financial honor 
of her citizens. 








Mr. CHARLES FLETCHER, at present of 
Boston, deserves the praise of having 
more thoroughly identified himself with 
his part than any other actot of recent 
times. He deserves to be remembered 
with that conscientious tragedian who, 
when he played Othello, blacked himself 
all over. For FLETCHER, personating Je- 
kyll and Hyde, and having occasion in 
his Hyde phase to knock somebody down, 
instead of knocking down the person 
provided for that purpose, knocked down 
the manager, who was standing in the 
wings and guying him. This is of the 
essence of Hyde, of whom all readers re- 
member that he was actuated by a 
wanton and promiscuous malevolence, 
and knocked down perfectly inoffensive 
persons. The identification of FLETCHER 
with Hyde was thus complete. It was 
somewhat impaired when it was proved 
in the police court that the actor bore 
express malice to the manager, and 
might reasonably be suspected of as- 
saulting him, not as Hyde, but as 
FLETCHER. But he took a highly profes- 
sional revenge for his arrest, since as 
soon as he was bailed out, he attached 
the manager’s receipts for the amount 
due him for the performance in which 
he knocked down the manager. It might 
be desirable to get somebody else to 
double with FLETcHER for Jekyll; but he 
seems to have every requisite of success 
as Hyde. 








We were wont to hear a few months 
ago that drunkenness and disorder, es- 
pecially on Sunday, were greatly dimin- 
ished under the operation of the Raines 
law, but one of the Paulist Fathers testi- 
fied before the Raines committee yester- 
day that within the range of his observa- 
tion they had “largely increased.” Chief 
CONLIN thought that only about half as 
many places sold liquor on Sunday now 
as under the old law, which seems like 
an admission that there was not much 
enforcing of the Sunday provisions of the 








old law. The main difference seems to 
be that the selling is now done openly 
and freely in “ hotels,’’ where it used to 
be done guardedly in saloons. A disposi- 
tion is shown to put the blame on the 
Magistrates and juries, but the fault is 
with the law, which is adapted to the 
conditions of a rural district, and not to 


| those of a great city.

——The total debt of London is now 
£37,941,704. This involves a charge on the 
rates of £2,523,447, of which £1,217,487 is in- 
terest and £1,306,010 repayment, equal to a 
rate of 1s .57d. in the pound, and equiva- 
lent to nearly 111 per cent. of the ratable 
value. 





— HENRI MOoISssAN, the French chemist 
whose success in making real diamonds of 
small size, has attracted considerable at- 
tention in both the commercial and the 
scientific world, uses great pressure as wel! 
as great heat in the production of his gems. 
His furnace consists essentially of two clay 
bricks, the lower hollowed out in order to 
contain the crucible, while the upper one, 
which is only six inches thick, serves as a 
cover. Although a temperature of 2,500 de- 
grees Fahrenheit is obtained by this means, 
the cover remains so cool that the chemist 
is able to remove it with his hands.

The luré has a wooden frame- 
work about nine inches long, shaped like a 
horseshoe, the projecting arms covered 
with green silk and ornamented with silver 
cord and- embroidery. Two wings, apparent- 
ly those of a wild duck, are placed between 
the arms, and the ends of these wings next 
the bénd of the shoe and also the bend 
itself are covered with crimson velvet, or- 
namented with silver cord and embroidery. 
At the base is a brass swivel ring, to which 
a twisted cord of crimson silk and silver 
wire is fastened. The lure is in excellent 
preservation, 





——Were it not for the Isthmus of 
Chignecto, which is low, level, and 
only fifteen miles -wide, Nova Scotia 


would be an island, and vessels pass- 
ing up and down the coast between the 
United States and the cities on the St. 
Lawrence would be saved over 100’ miles of 
difieult and dangerous navigation. Many 
years ago there was talk of connecting the 
Bay of Fundy with the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence by means of a ship canal, Later a 
ship railway was suggested, and after much 
discussion, stock and bonds to the amount 
of $3,500,000 were sold in London. The 
Dominion Government promised a subsi- 
dy of $150,000 a year for twenty-five years 
if the road should be completed wi@hin a 
decade. Work began, locked harbors at 
both termini were constructed, and most 
of the grading necessary was done. Then 
the money gave out, and, though the time 
limit has been extended several times, 
recent applications for further renewals 
have been refused, and it now looks as 
though the millions spent might as well 
have been dropped into the ocean. The 
feasibility of the ship railway is still ad- 
mitted by all engineers, but what prevents 
the investment of any more capital is the 
fact that trade conditions and routes have 
changed since the road was started. The 
freight once carried by sailing vessels now 
goes by land, and it is doubtful if it could 
ever be diverted back into the old chan- 
nel. H. G. C. Ketrcnum, the engineer who 
planned the Chignecto ship railway, and 
who supervised all the work that has been 
done on it, died last September, and, in 
obedience to a request made in his will, 
was buried with his face toward the dock 
at the Tidnish terminus, 





——It would be the easiest thing in the 
| world to raise a big fund for the heroic 
Cuban patriots in the way suggested by the 
Brooklyn correspondent whose letter we 
published yesterday. There is not the faint- 
est doubt that by infallible instinct the 
sympathy of every real American went out 
to Spain’s unhappy victims long before the 
talk about ‘“‘ negro brigands’”’ had ceased 
to find occasional echoes in the press of 
this country. Since then, while clearly 
recognizing that, as a Nation, the United 
States should not and could not yet take 
any action in the case, the vast majority of 
Americans have heard unmoved the fine- 
drawn arguments of college professors and 
diplomats learned in international law, and 
have continued eagerly to desire an op- 
portunity to make their sympathy effective. 
There does not seem to be real need, how- 
ever, of the fund proposed. The Cubans are 
working out their own déliverance ina 
perfectly satisfactory manner.

FALSTAFF’S LAST WORDS. 


In the current number of The Critic Locke 
Richardson makes known a new and orig- 
inal interpretation of a Shakespearean 
“crux’’ which has long puzzled the coine 
mentators. It is the ‘‘’a babbled of green 
fields,” (so emended by Theobald from the 
“a Table of green fields ’ of the First Folio,) 
in Dame Quickly’s aceount of Falstaff’s 
last hours, (‘‘King Henry V.,” Act IL, 
Scene 3.) Mr. Richardson holds that the 
Twenty-third Psalm is in the old rogue’s 
mind when he lies on his deathbed: “ Hae 
maketh me to lie down in green pastures.” 

He points out that Falstaff’s knowledge 
} of the Bible is remarkable, and that he 
| makes more copious use of it ‘‘in literal 
quotation in metaphor, and in subtle allue 
sion than any other of Shakeéspeare’s chare 
acters.’’ Mr. Richardson is pleased to imag-" 
ine that Falstaff had a religious bringinge 
up, that he knew his Creed and Catechism, 
and perhaps was a choir boy, and his mind 
naturally turned to the Bible when he 
knew that death was drawing near. 

There have been some ingenious emenda- 
tions of this phrase in the corrupt text of 
the First Folio besides Theobald’s, but his 
has survived in this instance as in many 
others. Most readers of Shakespeare know 
that Falstaff ‘“babbled of green fields” 
when he was dying, but until now those 
fields have néver been idéntified with the 
“green pastures” of the Psalmist. 

Prof. W. J. Rolfe expresses “ serious 
doubts” as to whether “ the explanation of 
| Falstaff’s habit of quoting Scripture, though 
very ingenious and plausible, is correct,’* 
and many will agree with him, for the rea- 
son that Falstaff is supposed to have lived 
in priest-ridden, medideval-England before 
the establishment of the English Church, 
But, after all, Falstaff is an Elizabethan 
Englishman as surely as Shakespeare’s Coe 
riolanus and his Marcus Brutus are Eliza« 
bethan Englishmen. Prof. Rolfe declares 
that Mr. Richardson's interpretation of the 
deathbed utterance seems to him “ by far 
the best that has ever been suggested,’’ and 
he says: ‘‘I shall be surprised if it is not 
generally approved by Shakespearean schole 
ars and critics.” 

Dr. Horace Howard Furness writes to Mr. 
Richardson that his interpretation is “ ade 
mirable,” adding: “‘ I congratulate you most 
heartily. I have adopted it from this hour, 
and shall always blow a vigorous blast in 
your honor when I refer to it.” “

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Verdi’s Manzoni Requiem Excellently 
Performed Yesterday Afternoon, 


Verdi's ‘‘Manzoni Requiem” is so unfamil- 
iar that it is practically a novelty, and when 
it was brought forward yesterday after- 
noon at the first public rehearsal of the 
Oratorio Society it had all the freshness of 
a new work. The history of the composi- 
tion is curious enough to merit repetition 
here, for this requiem came into existence 
partly by reason of the failure of an at- 
tempt to follow an old Italian custom of 
bad repute—that of making a musical pas- 
tiecio. After the death of Rossini, in 1868, 
Verdi conceived the idea that it would be 
proper to honor the memory of so famous 
a master by the production of a requiem 
mass to be written by the leading compos- 
ers of Italy. 

Perhaps the superstitious will find some- 
thing convincing in the fact that thirteen 
composers were chosen to do the work. 
Verdi reserved to himself the privilege of 
writing the last movement, the -“ Libera 
Me.” The thirteen composers turned out 
their numbers aecording to schedule, but 
the result was a confusion of styles such as 
the world never saw except possibly in the 
costumes at the Chicago Exposition. Verdi 
was too,wise even in that day and genera- 
tion to permit the public to taste his mu- 
sical mince pie. Years afterward, however, 
he found a use for his “ Libera Me.” Alts- 
sandro Manzoni, the poet and novelist, died, 
and the love and veneration of all Italy 
Suggested him to Verdi as a suitable sub- 
ject for a requiem. He had a deép affec- 
tion for Manzoni and entered upon his self- 
appointed task with zeal. The ‘“ Requiem ”’ 
was performed in the Church of San Marco 
on May 22, 1874. It made a deep impres- 
sion upon the Italians and Was repeated 
undér Verdi’s own direction at La Seala 
Theatre. It has since been highly success- 
ful everywhere except in England, where 
everything in oratorio form is measured 
by the Handelian yardstick. 

As a matter of fact, the ‘‘ Manzoni Requi- 
em”’ is dramatic. It is absolutely impossible to 
conceive of its performance in the cloistered 
choir of a mediaeval cathedral by a chorus 
of trocked monks. It is not that sort of 
music at all. But, on the other hand, it is 
not & mere piece of theatrical ciaptrap as 
Some of our transatlantic brethren would 
have us believe. It is an emotional setting 
of the mass, a religious aspiration by a man 
whose musical tempéraiment is essentially 
dramatic. The “ Dies Irae” does, indeed, 
agescend into theatrical vulgarity, and is 
no credit to the genius of Verdi, but only 
oné willfully. blind can fail to perceive the 
exquisite beauty and pure religious feeling 
of the * Kyrie "’ and the “ Lacrymosa.”’ 
Operagoers will note with peculiar interest 
the many traces of the “ Aida ” Style in the 
work, and those who are sufficiently mu- 
Sical will be pleased to hear how easily 
Verdi adapted familiar melodic turns and 
instrumental colors to his unwonted task, 

fhe performance yesterday afternoon, 
considering the impossibility of geiting a 
full chorus for a public rehearsal, wa’ ex- 
cellent. Mr. Damrosch was extremely for- 
tunate in being able to engage four such 
competent solo singers, as Mme. Nordica, 
Miss Katherine Bloodgood, Mr. George 
Hamlin, and Mr. David Bispham. Mme. 
Nordica was not in the best of voice, and 
the draughts of the hall did not help her, 
but her work, barring one or two false into- 
nations owing to the vocal trouble, was ad- 
murable, Miss Bloodgood's Style is cool] and 
her voice is not steady, but she phrases 
well. Mr. Hamlin has a good voice for

«A FOOL OF FORTUNE.” 
Mr. Crane Has a New Play Which Will 
Be Very Profitable. 


Mr. W. H. Crane produced at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre last night a new three-act 
comedy by Martha, Morton, entitled “A 
Fool of Fortune,” which is likely to be as 
popular as “His Wife’s Father,” if not as 
“The Senator.” It may be frankly and 
heartily praised as a good and wholesome 
work, not perfect as an example of the 
dramatist’s art, of course—what play is?— 
not novel, or particularly ingenious, but act- 
able, diverting, and worth remembering 
after the performance. ' . 

Miss Morton’s best work hitherto has been 
her adaptation for Mr. Crane of ‘‘ Der Com- 
pagnon,”’ by L’Arronge, under the title of 
“His Wife’s Father.’’ She has announced 
that ‘A Fool of Fortune’’ is original with 
her. She wrote a letter to THE NeW YOrK 
TIMES a few days ago, in which she de- 
elared that the new piece was “ot taken 
from any foreign source ’’ and that the title 
réle portrayed by Mr. Crane, was a “ study 
from life.’’ 

Perhaps Miss Morton’s long and arduous 
study of the manuscripts of German authors 
has had some effect upon ner style and her 
way of thinking and viewing life. Certain- 
ly the pieture of American social life in 
“A Fool of Fortune” has a well-defined 
Teutonie tone, and, moreover, there are 
certain literary traits in the piece which 
experts generally assume to be common to 
adaptations of foreign plays. But these 
things prove nothing, Miss Morton’s ex- 
plicit statement that her play is original 
is sufficient. 

“A Fool of Fortune” is another stock 
“ticker ”’ play, like ‘‘ The-Henrietta,” and it 
is the best of its kind sinee that comedy 
by Bronson Howard, which is the best 
American play ever written. Miss Morton 
has hardly acquired Howard's constructive 
skill yet, and her second act is by far 
the weakest of the three, which is an error 
so bad in a three-act play that the success 
of this piece in spite of it seems almost 
paradoxical. 

The first act is sprightly and entertain- 
ing, and the third is stirring and pathetic, 
with an infusion of rich humor. 

Mr. Crane’s part is unusually congenial 
and effective. He is a light-hearted, easy- 
going man of aifairs, who has made a com- 
fortable fortune, and is living rather more 
expensively than his circumstances war- 
rant, on the good American plan of making 
a show. His weak business partner is en- 
ticed into a losing speculation, and, though 
they fight through it bravely, they are 
ruined, 

Elisha Cuningham is feduced to penury 
and transformed into that familiar and 
pitiable Wall Street type, the broken-down 
operator, shabby, weak-kneed, bibulous, and 
ever watchful of the ticker. Then there 
comes a@ moment, through the agency of 
good friends, when he is suddenly elevated 
to the leadership in a big operation. His 
fortune is restored, and the enemy who 
ruihed him grovels at his feet pleading for 
mercy. This is a splendid situation, skill- 
fully led up to. In the very hour of his 
triumph Cuninghamn dies. 

Mr. Crane has never before “ composed ”’ 
a character so well, and his treatment of 
the strongly contrasted scenes of the third 
act was picturesque and powerful. That 
the broad humor of the role is well within 
his powers of expression goes without say- 
ing. But he also sounded the note of true 
pathos with unexpected skill. 

The supporting company worked well. Mr. 
Brooke retrieved his fai.ure in “The Gover- 
nor of Kentucky,’ and contributed a strik- 
ing and memorable piece of character act- 
ing as the weak, nervous partner. Miss 
Shannon was charming in an inconsistent 


but not ineffective ré.e, and, though her true 
forte is comic characterization, it must be 
admitted that she can be dvoiorous and shed 
tears very pretuly. The pug pup she fon- 
dled in Act L., and who thereupon proceed- 
ed to eat her gioves, is one of the abilést 
canine actors lately seen here. 

Mr. Arden lént a new tone to the long- 
famiiiar fortune-hunting foreigner of the 
stage, and William Boag, a rising young 
actur, Was excellent as a rustic person orf 
great benevolence and small knowledge of 
whist and the world.

MRS. SEARS’S LECTURES. 


“Troubadours and Trouveres” the 
Theme of the Third in the Series. 


Mrs. Frances Gordon Sears gave a lecture 
yesterday at the residence of Mrs, Peter 
Hayden, 106 Fifth Avenue, on ‘ Trouba- 
dours and Trouvéres.”’ 

It Was the third lecture in a series, the 
other two being on “‘ The Crusades" and 
“ Scholasticism and Rise of Universities.’’

She then sketched the rise in 
Provence of the troubadours, with their 
lyric passion and chivalry. They played at 
war in. their knightly tourneys; and parodied 
the serious formalities of the law in their 
“*Courts of Love,” over which frequently 
threescore of dames presided. 

The splendid civilization of that portion 
of the coast of the Mediterranean can be 
seen from the condition of Cordoba under 
the magnificent government of the Moors, 
At a time when London and Paris were 
strafggling, muddy, unlighted towns, Cor- 


doba was paved with rock, lighted so well 
that one could walk in a straight line for 
ten miles under its public lamps; and while 
fifty books were considered a sumptuous 
library in Northern Europe, it required forty 
volumes to catalogue the books in one 
library in Saracenic Spain.

An Appeal to the Reichstag to Pro- 
vide 

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—In the Reichstag to- 
day, in the course of the debate on the esti- 
mates, the Secretary of the Navy, 
Hollmann, stated that 32,000,000. marks 
yearly should be appropriated in the budget 
for the replacing of the German fleet with 
new ships. The Government, he added, did

not ask for that sum, but only for 20,000,000 | 


marks. Herr Hollmann referred warmly to 
the crew of the German war vessel Itlis, 
who, when their vessel was sinking during 
a storm on the Chinese coast, cheered for 
Emperor William. This portion of his re- 
marks was received with great applause. 

Count von Pesadowsky-Wehner, Minister 
of the Imperial Treasury, said that it was 
impossible to ignore the right of the various 
federal States to a proportion of the surplus 
of the imperial revenue, and he expressed 
a hope that an agreement would be reached 
by the Government and the Chamber so that 
the federal States would not be subjected 
to excessive demands. He also hoped, he 
said, that the redemption of the pubiic debt 
would be pushed. 

Relative to the operation of the sugar tax 
law, Count von Pesadowsky-Wehner would 
express no opinion, saying he believed the 
law had not yet been long enough in opera- 
tion to render it advisable to do so. The 
subject of abolishing the bounties on sugar, 
however, was still being considered by the 
Government. 





AN AFRIKANDER NATION. 


Predicted at a Banquet in Cape Town, 
South Africa. 


CAPE TOWN, Dec. 1.—The Hon, W. P. 
Schreiner, formerly Attorney General, but 
now leader of the Oposition in the Parlia- 
ment of Cape Colony, made a speech at a 
banquet at Cape Town yesterday, which 
was virtually a Republican manifesto. He 
avowed that he looked forward to the crea- 
tion of an jndependent Afrikander nation 
by uniting ll the existing governments of 
South Africa. 

The speech startled the audience, and the 
speaker was frequently interrupted by pro- 
tests from his hearers. Mr. Schreiner 
finally became angry over these interrup- 
tions, and used violent language, for which 
he subsequently apologized.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 





Henry Herrmann. 


Henry Herrmann, one of the oldest and 
wealthiest furniture manufacturers in this 
city, died at his home, 230 East Fifteenth 
Street, Monday. Mr. Herrmann was born 
in East Prussia in 1837. He was educated 
in a ‘“ Real schule,” and when fourteen 
years old was apprenticed to a cabinet- 
maker. After four years, he left his mas- 
ter and found wort in the principal cities 
in Germany, attending, whenever possible, 
the free schools for the technical education 
of apprentices and journeymen. He served 
three years in the Twentieth Fusilier Regi- 
ment of Brandenburg, and afterward, in 
1862, established himself as a cabinetmaker 
in Berlin. Mr. Herrmann came to this 
country in 1866, and went West, where he 
worked at his trade and also became fa- 
miliar with the lumber business. He re- 
turned to this city in 1867, and with a fel- 
low-craftsman started a small shop in Mott 
Street, where he manufactured walnut 
wardrobes on a cash capital of $43. From 
that time his success was rapid, and at the 
time of his death he owned or controlled 
several firms or corporations that yearly do 
business amounting to millions of dollars 
at their factories in this city, and various 
cities in the East and West, including Phila- 
delphia and Boston, and also London, Eng- 
land. A widow and two sons, George and 
Oscar, survive Mr. Herrmann. His estate 
is said to amount to over $1,000,000. 


Leila Farrell, 


Leila Farrell died yesterday morning at 
the Park Avenue Hotel. Her death was 
due to acute gastritis. Her body will be 
sent to her home in Portland, Me., to-day. 

Leila Farrell made her first appearance on 
the stage with a juvenile “ Pinafore’’ com- 
pany late in 1885. She appeared in 1886 
with Henry E. Dixey, under the direction 
of E. E. Rice, in ‘‘ Adonis,”” and later was 
with Nat Goodwin and the Miles & Barton 
Burlesque Company, in “ Little Jack Shep- 
pard.” Since that she has not appeared on 
the stage. During the past three years she 
has lived abroad for the purpose of cul- 
tivating her voice, and returned to New 
York with the intention of making a reap- 
pearance in comic opera.

ENGLISH WORKS BRING BEST 
PRICES AT SEWALL SALE. 


A First Edition Copy of Milton’s 


“ Paradise Lost”? Auctioned 


for $395—Other Nota- 
ble Sales. 


‘A rich vein of rare old prints was struck 
by the bidders in the Sewall library sale, at 
the auction rooms of Bangs & Co., 95 Fifth 


Avenue, yesterday. 


The same beok merchants and collectors 
did the buying, and the best prices, as form- 
erly, were commanded by the first editions 
ef the English classics, and the prints of 
the old European masters. 

A first edition copy of Milton’s “ Para- 
dise Lost” brought $395, J. Sabin being the 
purchaser.

TAXATION OF ALCOHOL. 


Business Men Argue For and Against 
Its Retention, 


The joint committee of the United States 
Senate and House of Representatives ap- 
pointed to investigate the question of the 
removal of the internal revenue tax on alco- 
hol to be used in the arts and manufactures 
continued its inquiry yesterday. 

Dr. H. P. Weidig, as an expert chemist, 
testified as to the difference between wood 
and grain alcohol. He said wood alcohol 
could not be used as a beverage, as it was 
methyl alcohol. He did not think that any 
alcoholic liquor containing %4 per cent. of 
wood alcohol could be used for drinking 
purposes. He would not himself care to 
drink whisky containing as much as one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. of wood alcohol. He 
did not think the Government would be de- 
frauded if the tax on grain alcohol to be 
used in the arts and manufactures was 
removed. Germany was using nine times 
as much alcohol as the United States in 
the arts and manufactures. Grain alcohol 
was used in the manufacture of soaps and 
perfumery, and especially in the manufact- 
ure of smokeless powder. Free alcohol 
would enable American manufacturers to 
compete with those of Germany and Eng- 
land. 2 

William J. Mather of Cleveland, President 
of the Cleveland Cliffs Iron Company, was 
in favor of retaining the tax on grain alco- 
hol, and said if it were removed the ‘wood 


alcohol industry would be ruined. Henry 
J. Pierce, President. of the Manhattan 
Spirit Company of Buffalo, who testified 
Monday, was again a witness, and said no 
grain alcohol was used in making smokeless 
powder, as had been stated by Dr. Veidig. 

William J. Gray, a chemical broker of 103 
Maiden Lane, testified to the same effect. 
William J. Edwards of Cambridge, Mass., 
argued in favor of the repeal of the tax, as 
did Henry Clementson, President of the 
Columbus Distilling Company of Brooklyn. 
Runyon Platt of Rodgers & Platt, manu- 
facturers of varnish, thought the wood al- 
cohol industry would not be hurt by the 
repeal of the tax on grain alcohol. 

After the reading of a paper by Ludwig 
Mayrez, another varnish manufacturer, the 
hearing was adjourned to 10:30 this morn- 
ing. 





SERIOUS ACCUSATIONS. 


Testimony Against Capts. Fairchild 


and Barrett, Vessel Inspectors, . 


The court of inquiry appointed for the 
purpose of investigating charges against 
Capt. Samuel G. Fairchild and Thomas H. 
Barrett of the local Board of Inspectors 
of Steam Vessels, met in Room 169 of the 
Federal Building yesterday afternoon at 2 
o’clock. The court is composed of Super- 
vising Inspectors E. P. Chancellor of Cin- 
cinnati, Michael J. Galvin, Buffalo, and 
William Murdaugh, Norfolk, Va., all of- 
ficers of the United States Steamboat In- 
spection Service. Mr. Murdaugh was chosen 
President of the court. 

The charges are preferred against the 
accused by Assistant Inspectors, and are 
to the effect that Fairchild and Barrett have 
traveled on free passes and charged their 
transportation.to the Government. Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney Hinman 
appeared for the prosecution, and said the 
charges to be laid before the court did not 
include all which had been presented to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Capt. Par- 
ker, an admiralty lawyer, appeared for 
Capt. Fairchild. He asked that all wit- 
nesses except the one under examination 
be excluded. This was resisted, and the 
court decided to allow the accused and the 


Assistant Inspectors who made the charges 
to remain. George Hand, Assistant In- 
spector of Hulls, was then called. He told 
of having examined the steamship Havana 
in 1893, with Assistant Inspector Wilmurt. 
He found her unseaworthy, and made a 
written report to that effect. After this, 
in 1894, the Havana made several trips. 

Yeorge W. Wilmurt testified to the same 
effect concerning the condition of the Ha- 
vana. He said-that after he had made his 
recommendation concerning the vessel, a 
man named Woertz, whom he thought to 
be the principal owner, had said they did 
not have enough money to repair the vessel, 
but that they ‘‘ had enough to satisfy him.” 
The witness advised him to use this money 
in repairs. The repairs recommended by 
the witness had not been made. 





GEN. COLLIS GOING ABROAD. 


He Starts To-day for a Month’s Trip 
to Europe. 


It was learned late yesterday afternoon 
that Gen. C. H. T. Collis, Commissioner of 
Public Works, would sail for Europe this 
morning on the steamship St. Paul, with 
one of his young sons. While Mayor Strong 
undoubtedly knew of Gen. Collis’s intention 
to take a short vacation, the fact was not 
generally known in City Hall circles until 
long after business hours yesterday. 

Gen, Collis’s residence is 1,055 Fifth Ave- 
nue. When a reporter for THE TIMES 
called there last evening, he was informed 
that neither Gen. Collis nor his son, Lloyd 
Collis, was at home. The attendant said 
that she was not aware that Gen. Collis 
was going to sail for Europe to-day. Mrs. 
Collis ‘has been in Europe for some time. 

Deputy Commissioner of Public Works 
Howard Payson Wilds said last night: 

‘*Gen. Collis will sail for Europe on the 
St. Paul this morning. He goes primarily 


for a rest, of which he is in need, for he 
has worked constantly during the twenty- 
two or twenty-three months in which he 
has been in the department. While visiting 
London, Paris, Brussels, and other Eu- 
ropean cities, Gen. Collis will keep his éyes 
open to ascertain all that he can in the in- 
terest of Néw York City. He will return at 
the end of this month. He will pay his own 
expenses.’”’ 

During Gen. Collis’s absence, Mr. Wilds 
will be in charge of the Department of 
Public Works as Acting Commissioner.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


A CASE BEFORE THE UNITED 
STATES SUPREME COURT. 





The Suit to Dissolve the Trans-Mis- 
souri Freight Association— 
Singular Statements 
of a Brief. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—One of the cases 
set down for argument this week before 
the Supreme Court of the United States is 
that of the suit of the United States against 
the Trans-Missouri Freight Association 


and the fifteen railroad companies, compris- 
ing the organization, to dissolve the asso- 
ciation as being in contravention of the 
anti-trust law, and also of the inter-State 
commerce law. It is a question whether or 
not the court will consider the case at all, 
inasmuch as there can be under these con- 
ditions no relief afforded the Government. 
Nevertheless, a brief in the case was to- 
day filed by W. F. Guthrie, solicitor for 
the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad 
Company, in Nebraska, one of the defend- 
ant corporations. It appears with the fol- 
lowing remarkable declarations, which the 
author calls a ‘“‘ statement of the case’’: 
“Complainant’s bill was brought in the 
Circuit Court of the District of Kansas to 
force the railroads operating between the 
Missouri River and the Pacific coast into 
rate wars, railroad bankruptcies, receiver- 
ships, foreclosures, reorganizations, extinc- 
tion of weaker competitive lines, and final 
consolidation into single properties, which 
should control untrammeled by competition 
the business of transportation in their re- 
spective sections; to enjoin any amicable 
arrangements between roads to prevent 
such evils, whether such arrangements be 
fair and reasonable or otherwise; to enjoin 
arrangements for the interchange of traffic 


as required by the Inter-State Commerce 
Act, or to so regulate rates that there shall 
not exist discriminations between individ- 
uals of localities by reason of different rates 
on different routes, as is always required 
by aid act; to insure that when one road 
may find it necessary or desirable to change 
a rate, that such rate shall be made abso- 
lutely without reference to the effect that 
it may have on other established schedules 
on which business enterprises have been 
built up and capitai invested; to prevent 
even counsel or conference between com- 
peting lines, and establish an absolutely 
independent, ill-advised rate-making power 
in each road, the clearly recognized source 
of the principal evils of railroad transporta- 
tion to both roads and the public.” 


Railroad Men and Matters. 


—The plan to sell the Los Angeles street- 
car lines to a syndicate of South African mine 
owners has been abandoned. About $4,¢00,000 
was involved, but the investment did not, on in- 
vestigation, warrant this amount of capital. 


—The appointment, by the Directors of the 
Maine Central Railroad of George F. Evans as 
General Manager in place of Payson Tucker, has 
no significance so far as the relations of the 
Central and the Boston and Maine Railroad are 
concerned. Mr. Tucker, when superseded, was 
holding over. There will be no consolidation of 
the two roads, and no joint offices at Loston. 

—The case of the United States vs. the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company and cthers 
may come up in the Supreme Court to-day for 
argument. It involves the title to and possession 
of about seven hundred thousand wcres of land 
‘‘ opposite to and coterminous with’’ a portion 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad from Tehachapa 
Pass, by way of Los Angeles, to Yuma, on the 
Colorado River. 

—The rumor that the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company will not next Spring secure 
its lease for terminal facilities here with the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, is. denied by 
General Manager W. M. Greene of the Baltimore 
and Ohio. As heretofore the freight service of 
the Baltimore and Ohio will be over the tracks 
of the Staten Island Rapid Lfransit Ratircad, but 
the passenger service will continue cver the 
Central. 

—Thomas M. Foote, as sole surviving 
trustee, has brought suit in the Supreme Court 
for the foreclosure of a mortgaze «against the 
property of the Jerome Park Ra'‘lwav Compary. 
The plaintiff and D. Ogden Bradley, us trustees 
for the Jerome Park Villa and Improvement 
Company, placed a mortgage of ten years on the 
railway property in 1880 for $100,000. In May, 
1890, the road defaulted in the payment of the 
principal. 


—Unless the Brooklyn and Brighton Beach 
Railroad Company can raise sufficient money 
within the next three months to pay the interest 
on its bonds, due Sept. 1, a foreclosure Will prob- 
ably take place. Bondholders can begin proceed- 
ings at once if they desire, but the sale can be 
set aside if the company can demonstrate its 
ability to raise the amount due by March 1. The 
interest is 5 per cent. on $500,000. The company 
lost money last season on account of sharp com- 
petition. The Austin Corbin estate is said to 
have a large interest in the road. 





IRON TARIFF REVISION. 


Preliminary Work in Preparing a 
Schedule for Congress, 


Plans to secure a revision of the ‘tariff 
on manufactured iron and other metals 
were discussed yesterday by members of 
the New-York Metal Exchange. The meet- 
ing was at 34 Cliff Street, the office of H. 
A. Kent, Eastern Agent of the Illinois Steel 
Company. In the proceedings Henry E. 
Dodge of the Joliet Iron Company instanced 
the losses that came from the change from 
the McKinley to the Wilson law. Others 
favored an established policy of tariff and 
spoke of the injury to trade by changes.

LEGLL NOTES. 








After pleading guilty in the Court of Spe- 
clal Sessions on May 17, 1893, to the charge 
of having practiced medicine without reg- 
istration, Serena M. Plummer and William 
Ehlers brought suit against he city to re- 
cover the fines then imposed, claiming 
that the law of 1887, under which they 
were prosecuted, had been specifically re- 
pealed on May 9, 1893, by Chapter 25 of the 
general laws of that year, and that the fines 
were therefore illegally paid and were recov- 
erable. The action was yesterday dismissed 
by Justice Sedgwick in the Supreme Court. 
The Justice bases his decision upon the 
law of 1892, holding that, as the act re- 
pealing the law of 1887 did not shew any 
legislative intent to nullify the proceedings 
under that statute, they were preserved by 
the law of 1892, which declared: ‘* The re- 
peal of a statute shall not affect or impair 
any right, any act done or right accruing or 
acquired, or liability, penalty, forfeiture, or 
punishment incurred, prior to the time such 
repeal takes effect; but the same may be as- 
serted to the same extent as if such repeal 
had not been effected, and all actions or pro- 
ceedings, civil or criminal, commenced under 
or by virtue of any provision so repealed 
and pending immediately prior to the taking 
effect of such repeal may be prosecuted in 
the same manner that they might be if such 
provisions were not so repealed.” 

*,* 

A novel question as to liability of a tenant 
to pay rent after the demiséd premises had 
been totally destroyed by fire was lately be- 
fore the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn. Felice Tocci sued Val- 
erie L. D. Powell for arrears of rent, under 
a lease which contained a covenant that in 
case the premises were totally destroyed by 
fire the lease showld terminate, ‘* provided, 
however, that such damage or destruction 
be not caused by the carelessness, negli- 
gence, or improper conduct ”’ of the lessee, 
his agents, or servants. The defendant 
claimed he was absolved from liability under 
the provisions of the law of 1860 providing 
that the destruction of a building by fire 
without the tenant’s fault terminates the 
liability for rent. Judgment given against 
defendant was affirmed on appeal, Justice 
Hatch, in his opinion, holding that the Law 
of 1860 had no application, the covenant of 
the parties furnishing the defendant’s meas- 
ure of exemption from liability, and; as he 
neither alleged in his answer nor offered 
proof upon the trial to show that the fire 
Was occasioned through no fault of his, a 
case was not made out for such exemption, 
and the right of action under the lease sur- 
vived the fire. - 

*,* 

In refusing a new trial to Mary Beckman, 
whose complaint against the city in an ac- 
tion for personal damages he had previously 
dismissed, Justice McAdam yesterday gave 
a brief opinion pointing out the extent of 
municipal liability for accidents from snow 
and ice being on sidewalks. The plaintiff, 
about two years ago, stepped on the south 
sidewalk of One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, near Seventh Avenue, just after a 
slight fall of snow, which in melting made 
the walk slippery. At a slope in the side- 
walk the plaintiff slipped and was injured. 
The walk was made of a cement called 
adamantine, and was apparently in a safe 
condition. The complaint was dismissed be- 
cause no danger was obvious, and notice of 
any defect was not brought home to the de- 
fendant. Justice McAdam holds that ‘ the 
extent of the duty of a municipal corpora- 
tion is to use ordinary care in the perform- 
ance of its duties. It is, therefore, not a 
general warrantor of the safé condition of 
its streets. Negligence on the part of its 
officers must be affirmatively shown, and the 
mere existence of a defect causing an 
injury is not enough. The defect of which 
plaintiff complains was not so apparent as 
to attract public attention. She did not ob- 
serve it, and hundreds like her had. no dyubt 
passed and repassed without noticing it.’’

“Why should I grant an order to show 
cause why a motion already heard before 
another Justice and decided by him should 
not be reargued?’’ was Justice Lawrence’s 
somewhat impatient rejoinder when the pa- 
pers were presented to him yesterday for 
an ex parte order in the divorce suit of 
Harnett against Harnett.

GATHERED ABOUT TOWN. 


The late travelers on Brooklyn elevated 
trains have an experience unknown to New 
York travelers—they have their fares taken. 
It is the difference between the two cities 
on the two sides of the bridge. There is 
sufficient all-night travel in New York to 
keep one or two men busy at the elevated 
stations, but after 1 o’clock the majority of 
good Brooklyn people have gone to bed. 
On the 1 o’clock trains running from the 
termini of the different routes to the bridge 
the gatemen take the fares of any stray pas- 
senger who may board their trains, and the 
authorities save the expense of a man at 
each station. 

There is a sufficient number of the more 
uncivilized—or civilized, as one looks at the 
matter—Brooklyn people who stay late in 
New York to make it advisable to keep men 
always at the bridge station; from 1 o’clock 
A. M. to 5 the others are vacated. The only 
economy in men made at any time in New 
York is to have only one and a turnstile at 
the stations where few people take the 
trains, as at the down-town station at Park 
Place. 

*,* 

The most delightful part of the whole de- 
lightful performance of ‘London Assur- 
ance,’’ at Daly’s, Monday evening, was the 
dance—Sir Roger de Coverley—at the 
close of the third act. The really pretty 
girls, in their pretty, simple, quaint little 
{silk gowns, and the gayety and freedom of 
-n old-fashioned country dance were charm- 
ing. But the heroine of the dance was Mrs. 
Gilbert, the veteran actress of Daly’s. She 
had kindly consented to come in for this 
one part of the play, the programme an- 
nounced, and the audience greeted her en- 
thusiastically. Nothing could have been 
better than her costume of brilliant green 
moire, the broad turned-down white col- 
lar around her neck and the big portrait 
brooch, half large enough to be a wall 
portrait, on her breast, a little white 
ruffe in the lining of her skirt, and the 
flounces of her petticoats showed daintily 
as she held up her gown for the lively 
dance. The audience applauded again and 
again. The curtain was rung up and the 
dance was repeated—there was more and 
more applause, until at last the curtain 
went up to show only Miss Rehan and Mrs. 
Gilbert on the stage, each pressing the 
other forward as the real object of the en- 
thusiasm, 

*,* 

They make strange finds in the city 
parks. The list includes everything from 
bottles to babies. The two have, however, 
nothing in common, as might seem from the 
connection. The bottles are the most com- 
mon finds and the babies, perhaps, the least 
common. There were two—one in Gram- 
ercy and one in Union Square Park—found 
within the last two weeks. They were, re- 
spectively, seven and fourteen days old. One 
was dead, and had probably been left to 
save its parents the expense of a burial, 
and the other was left to die cr be saved, as 
might be. The bottles are half-pint whisky 
flasks, and are said to be the only per- 
quisites in the Park or Police Department. 
They bring in a revenue of something like 
2 cents apiece, which goes to a park em- 
ploye who preserves them. They are said 
to come in at the rate of fifteen or twenty 
a day, if there happens to be a big meeting 
in the neighborhood. hen Bryan .spoke 
from the front of the sub-police station at 
the upper end of Union Square they reaped 
a harvest of some thisty-five flasks. 

Incidentally, it may be remarked, they 
have in that sub-station a treasure. It is 
their one article of virtu, their Lares and 
Penates, the inhabitants of the sub-station, 
who use large words, say. When Bryan, 
exhausted with his efforts, was supported 
inside by two officers, they gave him water 
from the office tin cup—one of them. It 
has a “B”’ engraved on the bottom now, 
and is the Lares, &c., of the place. Con- 
tinuing the subject of park “‘finds,’’ there 
are umbrellas, walking sticks, railroad 
bonds, bundles and pocketbooks. One of 
the latter, found recently, contained $1, and 
another $17. One woman, who had been 
shopping, stopped to rest on a Park bench 
for a while, and departed, leaving both her 
bundles, containing children’s shoes, and 
pocketbook. All “ finds ’’ except the bottles 
and babies, are taken to the arsenal, at 
Central Park, to await the demand of their 
owners. 

*,* 

The snow and cold weatker are not the 
only things which ‘nave given the parks an 
entirely different appearance the last few 
days. The park benches have been desert- 
ed. ‘‘ Where do the ‘bums’ go in such 
weather?’ asks a police officer of a philo- 
sophical turn of mind. ‘‘ They desert the 
parks entirely, but they must go some- 
where. And how do they manage to live 
without proper sleep, food, or clothes? 
The life of a man like Steinway can’t be 
saved by the best efforts of science, but 
these men live for years. They go many 
of them to the distribution of bread given 
regularly late every night down on Broad- 
way, then they come up to the parks to 
get warm—shin-warming we call it. They 
stay a while at Union Square, go on to an- 
other park, from there to another, making 
the rounds. to any of the parks at 
different times and you see the same men. 
Some of them wouldn’t do a day’s work if 
it was offered them under the best condi- 
tions. How do they manage to live?” 

*,* 

“There is a good sound reason under 
every dictate of fashion or conventional- 
ity,” says a thoughtful woman, “and I 
never realized it so thoroughly as the other 
day. It is not considered good taste to 
take too much interest, even in a friendly 
way, in the affairs of people with whom 
one comes casually in contact. It seems 
a harsh rule sometimes, but its common- 
sense was brought to my mind forcibly the 
other day. I was going over the bridge 
from New York when I met a mother with 
a large family of little ones going in the 
same direction. With a motive entirely 
kind, 1 offered to assist in piloting the lt- 
tle family. along. 1 took the hand of one 
small boy and a satchel that he had car- 
ried in the other, and we moved on at a 
snail's pace. We reached the upper part of 
the bridge station at last-a train was in. 
* Don’t take the last car; it will be crowded,’ 
I said to the Woman, and we walked on. 
‘She, with her lot of children, had boarded 
the car, when the gong sounded for it to

Mr. Roosevelt Recommends en the

Blamed. 


President Theodore Roosevelt of the Police 
Board, Chief Peter Conlin, the Rev. Fa- 
ther A. P. Doyle of the Paulist Fathers, and 
John Vinton Dahlgren answered questions 
put to them yesterday by the special Senate 
committee investigating the workings of the 
Baines liquor-tax law.

“Have you anything to suggest that 
would facilitate the work of the police in 
detecting violations of the law?” asked 
Senator Raines. 

“Yes, Sir; I have,” replied the Chief. “I 
believe that doing away with the boxes and 
stalls in saloons would be of great good. 
To my mind, there is no doubt that these 
have done more to help immorality than 
anything else I know of. Young girls who 
ere led to visit saloons are taken into these 
boxes, and in many cases the doors can- 
mot be opened on the outside.’’ 

“Then you believe in clearing the saloons 
of all boxes and stalls?’’ asked Senator 
Raines. 

“*Yes, Sir; I would have nothing but one 
big room in each saloon.” 

Chief Conlin smilingly admitted that 
under the old law saloons were open to Sell 
liquor on Sunday. Under the new law, he 
said, many of these places were changed 
into alleged hotels, because of the privileges 
it included. He said he had repeatedly com- 
plained of these places, but in vain. He 
produced a list of complaints, gathered to- 


gether hurriedly, illustrating the result of 
thése complaints. 

Some of these were read by the “Chief. In 
the case of an alleged hotel at 420 East 
Sixth Street, where there were only five 
rooms, Magistrate Kudlich had discharged 
the prisoner. A case against Steve Brodie, 
he said, was now pending. Brodie’s rooms 
were made of coal boxes. When arrested 
Magistrate Flammer discharged him. The 
case was presented to the Grand Jury, and 
Brodie was indicted. Several more cases 
were recited where prosecution had failed 
for-some reason 


Asked to Fix the Blame. 


“Do you believe the difficulty lies with 
the committing magistrate or the grand 
jury?” was asked by Senator Raines. 

Chief Conlin hesitated for some time, and 
then said that all he could say was that the 
Police had done their full duty. 

Chief Conlin said, in reply to questions, 


that the great difficulty arose from the rul- 
ing of the Magistrates as to what consti- 
tuted a meal and a guest. 

“Do you think there are less places where 
“you._can obtain liquor on Sunday now?” 
Senator Higgins inquired. 

** Yes, Sir.”’ 

Chief Conlin said there were 2,378 hotels in 
existence in the city now, and of this num- 
ber the police considered 2,105 ‘‘ fakes,” 
pure and simple. 

“How many alleged social clubs have you 
in New York?” asked Senator Ford. 

“TI should say about 1,100, as near as I 
can gather.”’ 

**I think your estimate is low,”’ said Sena- 
tor Raines. ‘‘ Anyway, we will have the 
complete list in a few days, with the name 
of the Judge who certified to each.” 

Chief Conlin stated that the police were 
powerless to interfere with the clubs, owing 
to the construction of the law. 

The Rev. Father Doyle, the next witness, 
stated that he had taken an interest in the 
liquor-tax law, and had watched its opera- 
tion, principally in the upper west side. 
He also said that unoffically he represented 
the opinion of the Catholic clergy. 

“IT am firmly of the opinion that Sunday 
drunkenness has been largely increased by 
the opening of saloons as alleged hotels and 
clubs.” 

He said that in his professional capacity 
he was called upon to settle more tenement- 
house rows, and there was seemingly more 

. poverty ae the poor than before. 

**Do you believe the fault lies in the law 
or the execution of it?’’ was asked by Sena- 
tor Higgins. 

**J should say the fault was not with the 
law or its execution, so much as it lies with 
the judicial department. If the courts had 
give us @ common-sense interpretation of 
it hy would ‘have been able to regulate the 
traffic.”’ 


Mr. Roosevelt’s Narrative. 


President Roosevelt was sworn at the aft- 
ernoon session. He was asked by Senator 
Raines to make a statement of his connec- 
tion with the enforcement of the old law. 

Mr. Roosevelt told of the condition of the 
Police Department when he took office, and 
of his personal efforts in suppressing the 
alleged corruption among the police and in 


enforcing the excise law. Since the new 
law went into effect he had observed a 
large reduction in the Sunday arrests. 

“After the first month of the new law,” 
said he, ‘‘ and the decisions of the courts on 

its meaning, I noticed a very distinct sliding 
back, but am not prepared to say whether it 
is back where it was. It is certainly ahead 
of the condition two years ago.”’ 

“To what do you attribute this sliding 
backward?” asked Senator Raines. 

“Partly to the defects in the law, and es- 

fally the hesitation of the juries and 
Tra istrates to convict and indict.” 

r. Roosevelt said that the principal de- 
fects were in the lack of definition of the 
word meal. He suggested that this be 
amended. so as to prohibit any such con- 
struction as an egg or sandwich constituting 
a méal.~ He would also define the word 
quest and make some changes in the defini- 
tion of a hotel. This would include special 
powers to the police or excise agents to 
visit and report on these places. 

“Do you favor the section which turns 
the proceeds of the tax over to the State?”’ 
asked Senator Foley. 
meh hhaven’t paid attention to that ques- 
t on.”’ 

“Don’t you see that the money comes 
back to the city in the shape of reduced 
taxes?’’ asked Senator Raines. 

“Don’t make me an expert,” said Mr. 
Roosevelt.

Mr. Roosevelt Has Been Trying a 


Month to Catch the Leaders. 


President Roosevelt said yesterday. that 
for a month he had known of the effort 
that some of the members of the police 
force were making to raise a corruption 
fund to send to Albany for use in opposi- 
tion to such legislation as they might con- 
sider opposed to their interests, and that he 
had been quietly investigating and waiting 
to catch, if possible, some of the leaders. 

He considers that there is but slight 
chance of doing so now, however, because 
all know that he is familiar with the con- 
templated movement, but feels that the 
fund will amount to little, even though it is 
not returned to those who created it. 

“TI am giad the matter has been made 
public, and that the men know. that we 
know of and are opposed to it, for it will 
encourage them to oppose the levy,’’ he said 
yesterday. ‘‘It is hard to find any one who 
knows of and will mention the assessment 
or fund, and, although I have heard rumors 
of it for a month past, and have been try- 
ing to get proofs, 1 have been unsuccessful. 
But I shall continue to hunt for the ring- 
leaders, and some day I shall catch them. 

“The stand taken by the new men has 
pleased me, and I am glad that the measure 
is so unpopular. The new men’s action is 


complimentary to them, and in striking con- 
trast to that of the oid politicians on the 
force. We are relying on the new blood to 
gather about the honest veterans that form 
a solid nucleus in opposition to such an 
odious measure, 

“The restoration to his former rank of a 
certain Roundsman encouraged the vicious 
men, and is an example of tne disadvantage 
of leaving the Police Commissioners with- 
out anything to say about the appointment 
or Roundsmen. When the Chief showed me 
the list of his selections with the objection- 
able man’s name on it, I asked him if he 
knew that that man had been reduced to 
the ranks because he was believed to be 
pounding patrolmen who had refused to 
contribute to such a fund, and the Chief 
said he knew all about it, but did not credit 
the reports.’’

By the new schedule the time from City 
Hall to Tremont is reduced to 47 minutes. 
After passing Forty-second Street, going 
down, the trains become local in the morn- 
ing, and in the evening they are local up 
to Forty-second Street, but stop at Fifty- 
ninth Street. 





The Forty-seventh’s New Drill Hall. 


The members of the State Armory Com- 
mission met at the State Arsenal, Thirty- 
fifth Street and Seventh Avenue, yesterday. 
Adjt. Gen. McAlpin, Gen. McLewee, Gen. 
Flagler, and Col. Stackpole, Secretary to 
the commission, were present. The con- 
tract for building the new drill hall for 
the Forty-seventh Regiment Armory, in 
Brooklyn, was awarded to B. J. Bussman of 
Jamaica, L. I1., for $148,000. The highest 
bidders were F. J. Kelly & Son, $189,000. The 
amount of the appropriation for the work 
was $150,000. The new drill hall will be

‘MOODY'S PLEA FOR WORK 





HE URGES ALL CHURCHES TO 
HOLD SPECIAL MEETINGS. 


Greatest Opportunity of the Century, 
He Declares, for Spreading the 
Gospel and Reclaiming 
Sinners. 


At the morning service in Cooper Union 
yesterday only those who had tickets were 
admitted, but they filled the hall long be- 
fore the commencement of the sermon. The 
exercises opened with prayer by the Rev. 


5. H. Ackerley. Mr. Sankey and,Mrs. Red- 
mond, a choir lady, sang together ‘“ Though 
Your Sins Be as Scarlet,” and J. H. Burke, 
the Chicago sacred song singer, rendered 
the solo hymn, ‘“‘A Sinner Like Me.’’, Mr. 
Moody’s subject was ‘‘ Atonement.” 

Before commencing his discourse, the 
preacher read a clipping from a temperance 
paper, in which he was severely criticised 
for not attacking the voters who allowed 
the licensing of saloons to go on.. His critic 
said that the rum curse was evidently not 
going to be abolished with the assistance 
of leaders in religious movements, and 
added: ‘‘If a man like Moody dares not to 
speak out, what hope is there in the 
Church?” 

The evangelist appeared quite indignant, 
as he emphatically asserted that he had 
been a temperance man all his life. ‘“‘I am 
not going into a political party to fight 
drink. I have got more abuse from temper- 
ance papers than from anybody else. In- 
stead of fighting one another, temperance 
men should fight the common enemy.” 

Foundation Stone of the Creed. 

Having disposed of his temperance critic, 
Mr. Moody gave his attention to atone- 
ment. ‘ This,” said he, “is one of the 
foundation stones of the Bitle. I want to 
say that from the fall of Adam to the pres- 
ent time the only way to God has been 
through the shedding of blood. God made 
garments for Adam and Eve from the skins 
of animals which were slain that they 
might be provided with raiment. 

“‘ Abel obeyed God and offered a lamb on 
the altar. Cain reasoned that blood need 
not be shed, and he brought of the fruits of 
the earth. He hated Abel because his gift 
was the more acceptable to God, and finally 
murdered him. There are the same two 
classes in the world to-day—those who take 
their own way and those who follow God's 
way. Peace and joy belong to the latter.” 

Mr. Moody gave instances of the sacrifices 
of the Israelites, and described them as 
“types and signs” of the coming of the 
Messiah. ‘‘ We look back upon that as a 
work completed,” said he. ‘ The Israelites 
are looking forward to it. 

“If there were no penalty for laws vio- 
lated, there would be no use for law. The 
penalty of sin is death. Christ offered him- 
self as a sacrifice for all mankind. He was 
not a martyr, but a sacrifice.” 


Afternoon Meeting. 


Cooper Union basement hall was comfort- 
ably filled at the afternoon service. The 
men, as on the preceding day, mustered in 
greater force thar the women. The audience 
contained a number of clergymen, who ap- 


peared to observe attentively everything 
that occurred. 

For the twentieth time Mr. Moody drew 
attention to the interest which the news- 
paper reports are creating in this revival 
all over the country. ‘‘In Cincinnati,”’ he 
said, ‘‘I have the pleasure of saying that 
over 100 churches have united in a similar 
movement; in Boston, 125. I be‘ieve we are 
on the eve of a grand and blessed work. I 
have taken pains to draw up an appeal to 
the churches, and if it is the sentiment of 
the meeting we will send it out.’’ 

After singing of hymns by the choir, 
under the direction of Mr, Birkholz, a pray- 
er was offered up by the Rev. S. V. Robin- 
son. Mr. Moody, having also engaged ‘in 
prayer and announced that he would again 
speak this morning on the Atonement, 
called on the Rev. Mr. Robinson to read the 
appeal to the churches. 


Text of the Appeal. 


The appeal is as follows: 

“Never during the present century nas 
the Church of Christ had such an oppor- 
tunity for the spread of the Gospel as now 
presents itself. Never has the world mani- 
fested a greater interest in religious teach- 
ing. All substitutes for Christianity have 


proved a failure, and the Nation is seek- 
ing once more for the old paths, the old 
way. Let the Church arise and make ready 
for the work! 

‘* First, let us have a revival of righteous- 
ness among ourselves, and then open wide 
our churches to those whom we have so long 
neglected. There were 3,000 churcnes in 
two denominations alone last year that re- 
ported no accessions on profession of faith. 
Is it the will of God that millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars are expended upon His places 
of worship, to be used but once or twice a 
week, while our neighbors are needing His 
message? Is it not time that the Church 
arise? If she refuse to open in His service, 
be assured He will turn from the regular 
channels and find servants who will do 
His bidding in spreading the Gospel to every 
living soul. 

“During the remaining days of this year 
let us all wait on our Master for special 
preparation, and when the New Year opens, 
why should not every church begin the 
season with a thirty-day series of Gospel 
meetings? Why not set aside every other 
diversion, and church work itself, to en- 
gage in united work for the spread of the 
Gospel? The world needs it sorely, and was 
never more ready to receive it. It is the 
privilege of the Church to receive it. 

“Tf every church will answer this ap- 
peal, and every pastor exert himself to 
spend and be spent in the Master’s service 
at this special season; if every officer and 
member will give his co-operation to the 
work, the Church will have cause to re- 
member January, 1897, in time and through 
eternity. 

“A revival of righteousness is the only 
solution to the social problems which meet 
us on every side, and the only way in 
arousing the Church to native life. If poor 
and rich are not brought together in God’s 
house, where can they meet? If new life 
is not to come into our churches, what is 
to become of our children? 

“Let us pray and make ready these 
thirty deys and unite in a mighty work for 
God throughout January.”’ 


Indorsed by the Meeting. 


A loud ‘‘ Amen!” shook the building as 
Mr. Moody asked all in favor of the ap- 
peal to say that word. 

Mr. Moody said he had letters complain- 
ing that he held no evening meetings. ‘“‘ My 
reason for that is, that you can have 


church work and cottage meetings in the 
evening, and if even a few only are con- 
verted by them, see how the disciples of 
Christ will be multiplied. 

“J will tell you a little about Christ. I 
would not give much for a man’s Christ 
that did not save him from sin. He has a 
sham Christ; he has not the Christ of the 
Bible. . 

“IT believe that no heaven-sent man has 
ever failed, or ever will fail. I believe a 
man is immortal until his work is done. 
They did not behead John the Baptist until 
his work was finished. 

*“* We don’t start from the cradle to heaven 
by a good deal. We start from the Cross. 
If you are going to get spiritual life you 
have to get it at the Cross. If you have 
not life there, you have not the life that 
Christ ‘came to give the world. You may 
have natural life, but you have not the 
life that He wants to give. When you get 
that life, then you begin to get power over 
the world. 

“‘Men have tried other ways of salvation, 
but they failed. Jesus Christ never fails; 
He saves to the uttermost. I like to look 
this audience in the face and tell them that 
Christ saved every one of them.

Annual Meeting of Ladies’ Health 


Protective Association. 


The Ladies’ Health Protective Association 
held its annual meeting and election of 
officers yesterday at the Academy of Medi- 
cine. The President, Mrs. M. E. Trautman, 
made a general report of the work of the 
organization during the year. Little had 
been done among tke tenement houses. In 
Buffalo last month the President had ad- 
dressed the Civic Club and the children of 
the public schools with the result that in 
that city a society of children would soon 
be organized for the purpose of p@king up 
waste papers. (There is already such a 
society in New-York.) 

Part of the report commented on the work 
of the various civic bodies that have to do 
with the public health. The, Police Com- 
missioners were praised for improvements 
in the statiog houses. Medical and surgi- 
cal lectures to matrons and the require- 
ments for their appointment were especially 
recommended. 

Regarding lodging houses for the home- 
less poor, the report said that the experi- 
ment tried last Winter on the Department 
of Charity barge, at the foot of Twenty- 
sixth Street, East River, was not the 
success expected. This subject would re- 
quire much of the association's attention 
during this Winter. 

Street cleaning under the supervision of 
Col. Waring had been most satisfactory. 
The ordinance prohibiting spitting in the 
street cars was reported unsatisfactory 
in its results, and a more stringent meas- 
ure, it was said, should be put in opera- 


tion. An investigation into the sanitary 
conditions of the bake shops, it was decided, 
should be made this Winter.

STATE EXHIBITS AT NASHVILLE. 


The New York Commission Sends a 
Committee to Report. 


The commission appointed by Gov. Mor- 
ton to the Tennessee Centennial Celebra- 
tion met Monday at the office of Latham, 
Alexander & Co., 16 Wall Street. John C. 
Latham and James Swann were appointed 
a committee to visit Nashville, and to re- 
port what action was desirable for New 
York State. Committees were appointed 
preparatory to active work after the holi- 
days. 

The Secretary reported that the. cities 
of Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Balti- 
more, and Philadelphia had committees of 
leading merchants actively at work prepar- 
ing city exhibits. 

The meeting authorized its Secretary to 
correspond with other State Commissioners 
with a view of uniting in erecting a build- 
ing for joint occupancy or approving the 
plan of having a union building, already 


suggested, in which each State should oc- 
cupy a room for headquarters or for a State 
exhibit. 

If the report of the visiting committee is 
favorable an exhibit and a commission from 
Greater New York may be suggested.

MISHAP IN AN ELEVATOR. 


By the Breaking of a Rope Six Pas- 
sengers Have a Fall. 


An accident to one of the elevators in the 
Bennett Building, Nassau and Ann Streets, 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon caused 
considerable excitement in the lower corri- 
dor of the building, and gave the occupants 
of the car a severe shaking up. 

Elevator No. 1, with six passengers on 
board, had just passed the second floor 
when the hand rope,’ by which it is con- 
trolled, broke somewhere above the con- 
ductor’s hand. The car immediately start- 
ed downward, and landed with a heavy 


bump at the main floor. The passengers 
were very much frightened when they felt 
themselves falling, and caught hold of one 
another for support. They scrambled out in 
a hurry after. reaching the bottom floor, 
but on being assured that there was no 
danger they took the next elevator. 

The car to which the accident happened 
was but slightly damaged. As soon as the 
hand rope has been repaired it will be in 
running order again. 





Meeting of the Archdeaconry. 


The annual meeting of the Archdeaconry 
of New York was held yesterday in St. 
Bartholomew’s Episcopal Church, at Mad- 
ison Avenue and Forty-fourth Street, Bish- 
op Potter presiding. Archdeacon Tiffany re- 
ported that the work done in the foreign- 
speaking missions has been most satisfact- 
ory, notably in the Chinese, Armenian, and 
Scandinavian missions in St. Bartholomew’s 
Parish, upon which nearly $7,000 was ex- 
pended the past year, and in Calvary Par- 
ish, where an extended work of the same 
character is in progress.

THE POLICY WHICH IS OUTLINED 
BY MAYOR STRONG. 


He Intends to Leave No Effort Un- 
made to Keep the Buildings and 
System the Foremost in 
the Country. 


Mayor Strong has within the last few 
weeks received visits from the Presidents of 
a number of charitable institutions regard- 
ing the overcrowding of the public schools 
and the necessity for providing ample and 
suitable facilities for schoolless children, 
R. Fulton Cutting of the Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, Henry 
Rice of the United Hebrew Society, D. Wil- 
lis James of the Children’s Aid Society, 
Robert W. De Forest of the Charity Or- 
ganization Society, the Rev. Dr. C. H. Park- 
hurst of the City Vigilance League, and 
Emanuel Lehman of the Hebrew Benevolent 
and Orphan Asylum Society were among 
the Mayor’s recent callers. 

To these gentlemen Mayor Strong, under 
date of Nov. 27, addressed a letter, in which 
he said: 

“The recent letter I addressed to the 
churches of this city, through their pastors 
and trustees, had a double purpose. First, 
I sought to provide immediate accommoda- 
tions for all the schoo] children in this city, 
and the second and no less important rea- 
son, in my mind, was to arouse the interest 
of our citizens throughout the churches and 
elsewhere: to the vital necessity of this city 
providing such thorough school facilities 
that no child might be deprived of the 
benefits of our common school system. 

“It is perfectly apparent that to provide 
sufficient school accommodations will neces- 
sitate an increased expenditure of the city’s 
money above what has been customary to 
make during recent years. It is not unlike- 
ly that such an expenditure would increase 
the tax rate, nor on the other hand is ita 
debatable proposition that the City of New 
York must not fall behind other cities in 
the respect that it can and should furnish 
not only the physical accommodations 
necessary for housing every child of a 
school age, but maintain a system of educa- 
tion second to none. I believe that in pur- 
suing such a course it would, in fact, be 
economical for the city, as it would rob 
the almshouses and charitable institutions 
of many of their inmates, and establish a 
feeling of pride and progress in the rising 
generation that would make them self-re- 
specting and self-supporting. 

“ Until the last day of my administration, 
and even thereafter, I intend in every possi- 
ble way to keep the subject of our pubiic 
schools before our citizens, and to leave no 
effort unmade to make the school buildings 
and the school system of New York what 
they should be—first and foremost in the 
country. In such a line of conduct I know I 
have your support and believe that these 


efforts will commend themselves to every 
thoughful, conscientious, and patriotic citi- 
zen.” 

D. Willis James and the other gentlemen 
to whom the Mayor sent his letter sent a 
reply to Mayor-Strong under date of Nov. 
$0. It is signed by Mr. James, Emanuel 
Lehman, R. Fulton Cutting, Henry Rice, 
Robert. W. de Forest, and Dr. Parkhurst. 
In it they say: 

** We feel it to be our duty to second your 
efforts to provide ample and suitable ac- 
commodations for all children who desire 
to attend our public schools, so that no 
child shall be deprived of the benefits of 
our common-school system. We fully agree 
with you that the public schools of our city 
should be second to none in provision for 
the physical health and useful, practical 
education of the children. We believe with 
you that wise expenditure for this purpose, 
while apparently costly, is really economi- 
eal, by reducing the pecuniary burdens now 
borne by our citizens to meet the necessi- 
ties engendered by poverty and crime.” 





HIGH SCHOOL GOES EAST. 


Brooklyn Board of Education Decides 
Against Flatbush’s Claims. 


The Brooklyn Board of Education held its 
December meeting yesterday, and, after a 
long debate, decided, by a vote of 25 to 14, 
to locate the new high school in the East- 
ern District. 

BE. S. Peper advocated the claims of the 
Eastern District, and charged that the 
western district already had more than its 
share of school property. He made an at- 
tack on Erasmus Hall, which brought forth 
a vigorous response from Dr. Young of Flat- 
bush. Nelson J. Gates and other members 
admitted the need of another high school, 
but did not see how the city cquld afford to 
build it, 

Ira Bamberger made a report for the 
Law Committee on the offer of settlement 
made by William G. Ridenour, the deposed 
Principal of School No. 43. Mr. Ridenour 


had offered to abandon his legal proceed- 
ings against the board if he were reinstated 
and his back salary paid. The committee 
reported adversely. 

The report of the joint Committee on 
Schoolhouses and Sites and Localities 
showed that eleven new schools had been 
opened, and five more were in process of 
construction. The committee recommended 
new schools in Sheepshead Bay, in the 
Twenty-eighth Ward; in Newkirk Avenue, 
and also in the southeast corner of the 
Nineteenth Ward, and also additions to 
Schools No. 20 and No. 84; one to take the 
place of No. 47; schools to relieve Nos. 40 
and 60; an addition to No. 102; a school at 
Fifty-ninth Street and Fourth Avenue, and 
an addition to No. 90 at Windsor Terrace. 
The report further declared that these 
schools were urgently needed. New buildings 
in the Twentyfirst, Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
fifth, and Twenty-eighth Wards, one to re- 
lieve No. 32; to take the place of the annex 
to No. 82; one in Bay Ridge Park, and ad- 
diticns to Nos. 114, 115, 64, and 70. 





SELECTING SCHOOL SITES, 


Ground for Several New Buildings 
Approved by the Committee, 


The Board of Education Committee on 
the selection of mew school sites held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon, at which sevy- 
eral important matters were discussed and 
decided. There were present William H. 
Van Arsdale, Chairman of the committee; 
Richard Adams, Dr. Philip Meirowitz, Dr. 
D. BE. McSweeney, Superintendent Jasper, 
Superintendent Schneider and his deputy, 
Mr. Haskell. The question of new schools 
up town was early taken up. Superintend- 
ent Jasper stated that there were enough 
children in the Twelfth Ward to fill several 


new schools, as the schools were now in a 
badly crowded condition, and many had-an- 
nexes in rented buildings, which he did not 
approve. 

me site was then suggested at the north- 
east corner of One Hundred and Twenty- 
sixth Street and Madison Avenue, where 
the old St, James’ Methodist Church now 
stands, and which has been for sale for 
the past year, the congregation intending 
to build on the west side. Mr. Jasper said 
the site was excellent, as it would take the 
place of the Grammar School in One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street, near Fifth 
Avenue, which is in a leased building.

Mr. Cohn of One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Street. 

They protested against the site on the 
grounds that the taking of it would ruin 
an old residential neighborhood, and that 
there were other more available places that 
could be obtained for less money. Dr. Dene 
submitted several sites, one of which took 
in a plot of land running through the block 
between First.and Second Avenues, from 
One Hundred and Twenty-second to One 
Hundred and Twenty-first Street. Com- 
missioner Adams announced that he had 
been over the ground, and in his opinion 
thought the One Hundred and Twenty-third 
and One Hundred and Twenty-fourth 
Street site the best. Deputy Haskell was 
of the same opinion, for the reagon that 
there was already a school at One Hundred 
and Nineteenth Street and one at One Hun- 
dred and Twentieth Street and Pleasant 
Avenue, and that to place another in the 
vicinity would be bunching them too much. 

Mr. Jasper, however, thought the site a 
good one, and backed up his statement by 
Saying that it was in the neighborhood 
where the majority of the children came 
from. Dr. Dene made a statement to the 
same effect, and informed the board that 
the One Hundred and Twenty-first and One 
Hundred and Twenty-second Street site 
could be purchased for about $114,000, while 
the One Hundred and Twenty-third and 
One Hundred and Twenty-fourth Street site 
would cost $214,000 at least. This some- 
what changed the views of Commissioner 
Adams, who moved to have both sites ap- 
praised, and let the figures decide the ques- 
tion, for if there was $100,000 to be saved, 
he said he desired to do it. A site running 
through from One Hundred and Bighth to 
One Hundred and Ninth Street, between 
First and Second Avenues, was also or- 
dered appraised. 





ABSORBS POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 


Commercial Cable Gives Bonds for 
Stock in a Closer Alliance. 


The Directors of the Postal Telegraph 
Cable Company and the Directors of the 
Commercial Cable Company met yesterday 
at the Postal Telegraph Building and for- 
mulated a scheme for the closer alliance 
of the two companies. The relations of the 
companies will not be changed, except that 
they are to be bound closer in organization 
by the absorption of the stock of the Postal 
Telegraph Cable Company by the Commer- 
cial Cable Company. The capital stock of 
the Postal Company is $15,000,000, with no 
bonds, and the capital of the Commercial 
Company is $10,000,000, with no bonds. 
Under the new scheme the Commercial 
Company will give in exchange for the 
postal stock a debenture or collateral trust 
bond at par guaranteeing an annual divi- 
dend of 4 per cent. 

At the office of Vice President Bradley 
of the Postal Company it was said that the 
closer alliance is for the purpose of con- 


tinuing in perpetuity the co-operative work- 
ing of the companies, As the stock of both 
companies is controlled by practically the 
Same interests, the new arrangement will 
make no change in the working of their 
joint business. 

A meeting of the stockholders to ratify 
the action of the Directors has been called 
for Dec. 22. 

In anticipation of the arrangement, of 
which no secret has been made, there has 
been active speculation in the stocks of the 
companies. Postal Telegraph sold yesterday 
at 937% on the Montreal Stock Exchange, a 
gain of five points, and Commercial Cable 
was'in demand at 162. The Postal paid its 
first dividend at the rate of 1 per cent. 
quarterly a-year ago. The Commercial has 
paid 7 per cent. annually for several years.

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THE POLICE COMMISSIONER’S 
GREATER CITY VIEWS. 


Would Have the Park, Bridge, and 
Municipal Forces, 7,700 Men 
in All, Under a Single 
Head. 


Police Commissioner Andrews yesterday 
sent a reply to Secretary George M. Pin- 
ney, Jr., of the Greater New York Commis- 
sion relative to the question of consolidat- 
ing the municipal, park, and bridge police 


of Greater New York into one body, under 
the control of a single Board of Police, 
with equad jurisdiction and uniform powers; 
involving also the consolidation of the vari- 
ous pension funds into a single fund. 

Considered as part of the scheme for 
consolidation of the various municipalities, 
and not apart from such consolidation, Mr. 
Andrews says he is of the opinion that the 
scheme can be effected so as to result in 
increased efficiency of the force and better 
protection of life, property, and health. 
Instead of seven separate organizations un- 
der control of as many separate bodies, 
there would be, he says, a single head of 
the police force, which for such purposes 
must be regarded a3 a single city, having 
similar interests. 

“The actual management and control of 
such a vast system of police is now com- 
paratively simple, because of the great im- - 
provements in recent times of police signal 
and telegraph systems and the universal use 
of the telephone. A parade or a riot in 
Coney Island can as readily be controlled 
from Headquarters in Mulberry Street as 
can @ parade or riot in Chatham Square. 

“The greatest advantage resulting from 
such a consolidation, placing as it would 
over 7,700 police under a single head, must 
be the increased strength of the central or- 
ganization. 

“The total police force of Brooklyn, as 
recently reported to me, is 2,083; New York 
Park Police, 318; Brooklyn Park Police, 99; 
Brooklyn Bridge Police, 89; Long Island 
City Police, 68; Staten Island Police, 63, 
while the authorized strength of the New 
York Police for 1897 will be 5,051, or nearly 
twice the size of all the other departments 
combined. 

“Such a consolidated system would be 
more elastic than the present, and at the 
same time more rigid and efficient in the 
case of public disorder. A strike, a riot, 
or a public demonstration, however peace- 
ful, which might tax to the utmost the re- 


sources of any one of the smaller depart- 
ments could be readily handled with the 
united force of Greater New York immedi- 
ately available. 

“The criminal classes would be the first 
to appreciate a new alliance against them, 
based upon a strengthened central author- 
ity, rather than upon occasional comity. 
They would soon learn that officers familiar 
with their records would not be confined ta 
the present limits of any one city, nor could 
they change their base of operations ag 
readily from one locality to another.” 

The Commissioner does not think that 
there has ever been any sufficient reason 
for maintaining separate park and bridge 
police. He sees no obstacle to the consol- 
idation of the pension funds. 

The only increase cf cost in maintaining 
the consolidated force would be the in- 
crease of salaries in the departments out 
of New York,.and the extending of New 
York’s system of police telegraph and sig- 
nal equipment. 

Commissioner Andrews advocates a sine 
gle-headed commission. 





CHARGED WITH CRUELTY. 


Mr. Kobitzsch’s Complaint 


Randall’s Island Officers. 


Otto Kobitzsch, fifteen months old, died 
of a form of hydrocephalis in the Mount 
Sinai Hospital on Oct. 20, as a result, his 
father, Adolph Kobitzsch, of 252 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-third Street, states, 
of the cruelty and neglect of the officials of 
the Infants’ Hospital, on Randall’s Island, 
to whose care Otto was intrusted for two 
weeks. As a result of the charges made by 
Mr. Kobitzsch, Charity Commissioner Croft 
made an investigation and suspended Chief 
Nurse Christine J. Supple and House Physi. 
cian S, A. Buckenholz of that institution. 

According to Mr. Kobitzsch’s statement, 
on Aug. 13 he delivered his child, fat and ro- 
bust, to the hospital. Om Aug. 27, having 
secured a boarding place for him, he went 
to fetch him. He found the boy thin to 
emaciation, breathing with difficulty, his 
eyes badly inflamed, and in a condition ap- 
proaching torpor. He succeeded in pea 
the child in the Mount Sinai Hospital. 
There, after fifty days’ lingering, the little 
fellow died. He complained to Commission- 
er Croft, and, with his assistance, obtained 
the evidence upon which he formulated the 
charges against Dr. Buckenholz and Nurse 
Supple. Mamie Maas, an assistant nurse in 
the Randall’s Island Hospital, made affida- 
vit that she saw Nurse Supple strike the 
baby on the head and spank him until he 
was black and blue with bruises, and Dr. H. 
E. Meeker told the Commissioner that he 
heard the nurse threaten to spank one of 
the other baby patients. 

Kobitzsch took his complaint to Assistant 
District Attorney Battle and asked to be 
allowed to present the matter to the Grand 
Jury. He desires to charge Dr. Buckenholg 
and Matron Dunphy of the Randall’s Island 
Hospital with negiect of duty and the nurse 
with causing the child’s death by striking 
him on the head and body.

The whole truth about yesterday's stock 
market, with its smart rally, is that some 
speculators who have been hammering ev- 
erything aggressively for a fortnight and 
more have suddenly turned in to cover 
some of their outstanding short contracts. 
They find stocks scarce. They have of- 
fered them down by sales of borrowed 
shares on a big scale, but in bidding 
to buy them back they find that there are 
really few long stocks for sale—few that 
they can buy at figures near current quota- 
tions. Result: Quick advances throughout 
the list on transactions of inconsequential 
volume.

This show of inherent strength in the 
market cannot fail to exert telling influ- 
ences. People who have been holding back, 
apprehensive that something dreadful might 
happen through the continuous bear at- 
tacks, could see in yesterday’s stiffened 
prices good reasons to cease their worries. 

*,* 

The bear contingent stopped its persistent 
attacks only because the more intelligent of 
‘ts leaders saw that further assaults were 
failing utterly. Long stocks refused to 
come out. When a quotation went down 
its cause and effect alike were shown in an 
extension of the short interest.

And above other things disclosed by this 
sudden upward turn was the fact that con- 
cessions forced by a week’s manipulation 
were recovered offhand. Declines that had 
been scored only after “‘ sales "’ of thousands 
of shares were offset by rallies on a few 
hundred shares purchased.

HOW AN ULTRA BEAR PUTS IT. 


In THE New York TiMEs of Monday there 
appeared an extract from the weekly letter 
of the Stock Exchange house of Dimock & 
Co., which insisted that the recent election 
really accomplished little, the quotation 
being prefaced with the remark: ‘“ Cynicism 
with Dimock & Co. is a fine art.” 

Mr. J. A. Dimock, referring to this, said 
yesterday to a NEw YorK TIMES represent- 
ative: 

‘What we said in our letter to clients 
was not cynicism. We took no pessimistic 
view of things. What.we said was simply 
good logic based on experience in. the stock 
market. We are unhesitatingly bearish 
and have been so since the election. We 
base our opinions on past facts and present 
conditions. The course of prices swings 
like a pendulum, within the same limits and 
with the same regularity. The stock mar- 
ket has alternate periods of declines and 
advances. Stocks go so far one way and 
then turn and go the other way. That is 
a rule always evident and powerful in Wall 
Street. 

“Stocks touched a low point at the time 
of the Venezuelan panic last December. 
Then they started upward until the Chicago 
Convention, and then downward until the 
first week in August, when the low point 
Was again reached, and the upward turn 
came again. That continued until the elec- 
tion. Now they are on the downward 
course once more. 

‘In the three months previous to the 
election, active stocks rose from 20 to 30 
points. There was nothing unusual in this 
range. It happens about twice every year. 
A study of Stock Exchange statistics will 
show it. When these turns take place, the 
most prominent event in the horizon is 
used as a ‘cause.’ The same thing takes 
place year after year. 

““ When the election was decided in favor 
of sound money, every one was hopeful— 
there was not a bearish factor to be found. 
Every one said that it was only the be- 
ginning of a great rise. But they always 
say that at the top. Every one said that 
conditions this year were different from 
‘those of all other years, But they say 
that every year. 

‘For these general reasons I believe the 
stock market is on the down grade. The 
public is not buying, and even if it were, 
there would be plenty of stocks to go round. 
The .sentimental advance around election 
time put a prohibitive price on everything. 
Then the market started down, and no pub- 
lic buys in a declining market. 

“ Take some representative stocks and look 
at their positions. Take Reading, for in- 
stance, Why should it go up? It can’t pay 
dividends. It is reorganized every two or 
three years. There is only one thing sure 
for its future—another assessment. That 
will go on until the end of time. Take 
Southern Pacific. Why should it go up? 
You have only to consider the $150,000,000 
of capital, and you will know that it can 
never pay dividends as long as the world 
lasts. 

“Look at some of the higher-priced 
stocks—Burlington, for example. That com- 
pany has just put out a statement showing 
that it has operated.its road at 50 per cent. 
of gross earnings—which is absolutely im- 
possible. And even with that it cannot be 
shown that they are earning the 4 per cent. 
dividends which they pay. Why should 
any one buy Burlington? 

“St. Paul is another active stock. It is 
notorious on the Street that the big hold- 
ers of the stock—the practical owners of 
the road—are really short of the stock. Is 
St. Paul going up when these controlling 
elements are short? Sugar is in the same 
state. The company has probably the best 
earning capacity of any I have mentioned. 
But it is very likely to be legislated against 
by Congress. And do you think the men 
who control the market for the stock are 
instituting a bull movement on the eve of 
Congress convening? 

“TI do not wish to depreciate the good 
results of the high prices for wheat and 
the demand for our products abroad. Nor 
do I wish to belittle the benefits coming 


‘from the economy that has been practiced 


by our people for a year past, nor the 
effects of this on the balance of trade. But 
these are very easily overestimated. 

“The advances in wheat have not all 
benefited the farmer. In many cases these 
advances came after the farmer had sold 
his grain. The railroads are going to feel 
this in the loss of return products to the 
West. 

“Then there has been only qa newspaper 
boom in business. It has been greatly exag- 
gerated. We have had no revival worth 
speaking of. 

“The tide in the stock market is on the 
ebb. It has further to go before it reaches 
the low point. And until it reaches that 
point the céurse must be dewnward.” 





READING FACTS AND FIGURES. 


The change of sentiment which has taken 
place in Wall Street during the last two 
weeks with regard to Reading securities is 
somewhat remarkable. 

Before the election and for some little 
time after there was not a dissenting voice 
as to the bright future of the Reading 
property and speculative chances in the 
stock. But with the bear raids on the gen- 
eral stock market and the gradual falling 
off. in outside interest which has resulted 
in a generally lower level of prices, the 
Street developed a tendency to point out 
alleged bad features in Reading statistics 
and to “discover” and loudly clamvr 
about provisions of the reorganization 
which had previously never been looked 
upon as in any way bearish. 

For the past two weeks it has been the 
fashion to talk depressingly on Reading 
and to point out why the company will be 
always totally unable to pay dividends on 
its common stock, Calculations to this end 
have been numerous and varied, and (with 
the aid of professional selling of the stock) 
have knocked a couple of points or so off 
Reading’s recent top price. 

The feature of Reading’s present position 
most persistently hippodromed as a bearish 
factor is the increase in the capital stock 
of the company from $41, 878,662 to $70,- 
000,000. The attention recently given to 
this fact would seem to indicate that Wall 
Street had never known of it before, Yet 
a perusal of the plan of reorganization pub- 
lished many months ago will show that the 
new company from the start was to have 
$30,000,000 more capital stock than the old. 
A perusal of the same plan, however, will 
show that the $41,373,662 common stock of 
the old company had ahead of it $166,664,- 
220 of securities, while the new company’s 
$70,000,000 has ahead of it only $159,125,173. 
The new securities, as calculated, are ex- 
clusive of $4,000,000 general mortgages 
which the syndicate takes and an author- 
ized $20,000,000 generals to be issued for 
betterments at $1,500,000 or less annually. 

Another bearish point is made much of 
by announcing that the company will have 
to achieve unprecedented results in order 
to pay dividends on the stock. It has been 
pointed out that Reading net earnings must 
show an average monthly increase of $250,- 
000 during 1897 over the present year in or- 
der to pay the dividends on the first and 
second issues.

perous one for all lines of business. A re- 
vival in the industrial world means. good 
times both for railroads and for coal com- 
panies. Furthermore, the coal combination, 
which for politic reasons did not dare to ad- 
vance prices during the first six months 
of its existence, will, without doubt, raise 
¢eurrent figures considerably, So much for 
genera] conditions. 

Reading’s best year was 1892, when the 
net income from both companies was, in 
round numbers, $12,500,000. It is not ex- 
travagant to predict that 1897 can show a 
business equal to that of 1892. With a fair 
demand, Reading’s share of the coal out- 
put should be 10,000,000 tons. Allowing 
that the increase which the combination 
will make in coal prices will be 25 cents per 
ton—a very small figure, by the way—Read- 
ing would receive $2,500,000 additional in- 
come, Adding this«to the showing made in 
1892 of $12,500,000, Reading’s net income 
for a good year, with the coal combination 
in working order, should be $15,000,000. 

Under the reorganization plan, the fixed 
charges of the company are . $9,317,000. 
Four per cent. on the new first and second 
preferred issues calls for $2,792,000, which, 
added to the fixed charges, makes $12,109,- 
000 to be deducted, and leaves $2,891,000 
surplus to be divided on the $70,000,000 
common stock—about 4 per cent. 

This is not an extreme estimate of Read- 
ing’s earning power for the coming year. 

It is reasonable to expect that business 
for 1897 will .be equal to that of 1892, and 
it is more than fair to suppose that the 
coal trade managers will effect much more 
than the advance of 25 cents in the price 
of their product. 

As to economies under the new manage- 
ment, facts are well known. Under the re- 
organization the fixed charges are $718,000 
jess than those of the old régime. There 
are some $20,000,000 of bonds now calling 
for 6 and 7 per cent. shortly to mature 
which will be refunded at 4 or 4% per cent., 
and an extension has already been effected 
at 4 per cent. of $1,500,000 North Pennsyl- 
vania 7 per cents. Such reductions will 
bring fixed charges down another half 
million per annum, 

The new company is free from " foatitis 
debt. The $20,862,289 cash yielded by as- 
sessments and the $7,200,000 contributed by 
the syndicate—$28,162,000 in all—can clear 
away many weighty millstones in the shape 
of floating debt, receivers’ certificates, 1n- 
terest on the general mortgage, arrears of 
sinking funds on divisional coal mortgages, 
reorganization expenses, and $7,300,000 of 
car trusts and equipment notes, and still 
leave about $3,000,000 to be used for the 
purposes of the new company. 

There may be bears on Reading, and ma- 
terial for Reading bears to use in their 
campaign, but there are, none the less, 
arguments for the other side. And the 
quiet demand for Reading stock in the 
Stock Exchange loan crowd in evidence 
since the bears commenced to hammer the 
market, is proof that the decline has come 
chiefly from short selling, and not from 
liquidation of long stock.
